This ward is made up of 
a mixed population, includi rish, Ger- 
inans, Bohemians, and Poles, the hemians 
being in the majority. The very best of 
order prevailed throughout the day, not 
one being arfested for creating a dis- 
turbance abvut the polls. Voters 
were’ rather slow in coming to 
po -places during the forenoon, 
ut after 1 o’clock the workingmen came u 

in large crowds, and after casting their bal- 
lots remained around the polls and eagerly 
watched the progress of the voting. The 
majority of the men employed in factories 
and mercantile houses voted the Citizens’ 
Union ticket, although most of them had 
voted the Democratic ticketheretofore. ‘The 
Germans and Bohemians generally voted a 
“straight” ticket. but the Irish did some 
unmerciful scratching between APS 95 4 and 
O’Connor.

Very littie challenging or bulldozing was 
indu! in by the Democratic challengers 
for Siinpie reason that the majority of 
them were he!plesly drunk before noon. In 
the sixth precitict a young Bohemian Jew 
named Epstein persisted in blocking up the 
entrance to the polls and, working with too 
much energy for Harrison and Doerner. The 
Bohemians objected to this and wanted him 
put out of the way because he had no busi- 
ness there: Two big Harrison licemen 
were appealed to by the crowd, but as Ep- 
stein was working for their boss they refused 
to put him out. Finally the disturber capped 
the limes of his impudence by snatching a 
ballot from one of his countrymen and tear- 
ing it up because he wouldn’t yote according 
te Epstein’s convictions. This was an out- 
rage the Bohemians wouldn’t = up with, 
and, after again vainly appeaime to the po- 
licemen todo their duty, about fifty sturdy 
Bohemians rushed upon the railing of the 
gangway and swore they would pull Epstein 
out and tear him to pieces unless he 
was removed. The policeman, seeing they 
meant business, requested the fellowto move 
himself, After he came out on the sidewalk 
a crowd rushed at him and would have given 
him asound thumping, but the policemen 
quietly took him to his house on the oppo- 
sit. corner. This was the only thing in the 
nature of a row that occurred in the entire 
ward. Hundreds of men that had not voted 
for years before,came to the polis and cast 
their ballots for Judge Cary. Thisis proven 
by the unusually large vote polled in all the 
precincts of the ward. The Citizens’ Union 
challengers didn’t exert themselves at all, 
and it was intimated their cowardice cr 
lack of energy might sufficient grounds 
for an investigation of the count of ballots in 
several precincts—the Sixth particularly, 
The Germans of the ward as a rule voted for 
Harrison, but a few of them scratched Dun- 
phy for O’Connor. | 

SEVENTH WARD. 


There was much excitement and a great 
deal of rowdyism in the Seventh Ward yes- 
terday. The Aldermanic contest was ex- 
ceedingly bitter between Riordan and Brady, 
Mulfinger having but a very small following 
and bem practically out of the race. Rior- 
dan and his sons raced about from precinct 
to precinct, spending money freely in the 


saloons, and epi their large 
staff of helpers to bully and _intimi- 
date the Brady and Citizens’ Union 


voters. The saloons in the vicinity of 
the polling-places were running openly with- 
outa single exception, not the slightest re- 

nor even a pretense of regard, being 
paid to the clusing order by either the saloon- 
keepers or the policemen on duty. The Citi- 
zens’ Union party appeared to be very badly 
organized, their ‘ticket-peddiers being only 
about as one to ten compared with the Har- 
sonian hordes, and in many instaives it was 


In thany of the 
precincts fights were numerous, the police, 
us a rule, being more engaged in canvassing

Was cOmmon remarked: 
“No matter what a Harrison man 
does today the police won’t bother him,” 
and the reporter saw this statement verified 
in several cases. It waS impossible to get a 
fair idea of how the vo was going, but it 
was the general opinion Harrison had 
about five-eighths off the eniire vote cast, and 
that on the whole his ‘Majority would not 
fall far short of what his supporters ex- 
pected.

Although drunkenbess and fighting were 
common, there were but two arrests made, 
yom these eal in cases where a “gun” was 
wn. At Precinct No.1 a large crowd 
was gathered all day, and,rowdyism and fisti- 
culling were Common. ‘The saloon next the 
polling-place, No. 565 Canal, Was doing a big 
trade, and Democratic beer and cigars circu- 
lated free to those who voted the proper 
ticket.

The driver, whose name is Wartz, saw the 
thieves running off and imfnédiately drew a 
revolver and fired at them. Officer Kiely, 
hearing the shot, ran to the sceneand jumped 
across a fence to cut off the thieves’ escape, 
but they succeeded ‘in fotting away, drop- 
ping the plunder on way. Wartz was 
pryperngenc shortly afterwards released on 
ail. uch quarreling occurred about the 
poliing-vlace during the afternoon. At Pfe- 
cincts Nos. 9 and 10 everyth passed off 
quietly. Fox’s saloon at Twelfth street and 
Ashland aveyue was kept busy supplying the 
thisrty crowd. 
EIGHTH WARD. 

There was a wonderful sameness in the 
crowds that surrounded the different. pre- 
cincts in the Eighth Ward. The localities in 
which the polis were held also bore a strik- 
ing résemblance to one another, and the same 
might be sai 
mainly Democratic. ‘The ward is now over- 
whelmingly Democratic, and apparently 
nothing save an earthquake can change it. 
‘There were four candidates for Alderman in 
the tield—three Democratic and one Repub- 
lican—and it is believed that the Demo- 
Gratic candidate that polled the lowest 
vote had as many as, Mr. Grey, the Ke- 
publican. There was little or no scratch- 
ing done—the Democrats voted as straight 
as they took their whisky. Every saloon was 
open, those adjoining the polling-places 
doing a thriving business. The election of 
Ald. Purcell was conceded early in the after- 
noon, the friends of Jerry Flynn and Maurice 
O’Connor not trooping to the polls in the 
numbers expected, Very few Democrats 
scratched Dunphy’s name to substitute that 
of U’Connor. Those Democrats whe wanted 
to vote for O’Connor for Treasurer voted the 
Cary ticket right through. ‘Ihe ticket-ped- 
lers Were very ail Democrats, and at some 
of the precincts it was difficult to find a he- 
publican ticket. At the Sixth Precinct there 
were only two Republican ticket-peddlers, 
when there should have been — halt 
a dozen. This was the precinct in 
which it was expected Flynn would os 
more votes than Purcell for Alderman, Dut 
Purcell hiad the call at the close of the polls. 
The Alderman had a band out during the 
day fifing and drumming, be evidently 
fearful that he was going to be aten. He 
might have saved the expense. Ald. Lawler, 
who said he voted for Flynu, conceded 
Purceli was elected, and that the ward would 
give over 2,000 majorly for Harti- 
son. The vote was about the same as that 
cast at the county election last fall. There 
were no arrests as far as beard from at any 
of the precincts. There was a good deal of 

runkenness, but no one wanted to fight. 

‘he Democratic town ticket had about the 
same majority that the city ticket had. 

NINTH WARD. 

The Ninth Ward contains the bulk of the 
West Side lodging-houses, and thé occupiers 
of hatmmocks, with the proprietors of the 
couches, were out in full force, and helped 
to swell the vote cast for Harrison. ‘The 
polling-place of the First inct was at the 
engine-house, No. 197 Jefferson street, where 
an odoriferous gang of Harrisonian beer- 
slingers and policemen held full sway. Evy- 
ery man who had a black eye or Who wore a 
dirty shirt was not questioned when he cast 
his vote, but if a man wore the sembiance 
of decency he was closely questioned, and 
everything was done tw keep him from vot- 


ing. 

‘The Second Precinct vot place was in 
the engine house corner of Clintonand West 
Washington streets. And here the grossest 
frauds were openly perpetrated. When the 
voting ceased 1,185 ballots had been cast here, 
not 700 of which were honest, legitimate 
A man wearing the garb’ of a police 
officer, who is called rreant Bowler, had 
charge of the inside of the polis. He was 
overbearing: in his action. The judges of 
election early in the day threw out 
the Kepublican challengers, assisted by the 
man Bowler, who seemed to take more in- 
terest in the result than in doing his duty. 
The Democratic notaries left the affidavits 
signed in blank, and questioned none who 
came te vote whe had not registered, but 
handed over biank signed affidavits, to be 
filied in by the illegal voters inselves. 
Such actions were not questioned, but the 
votes taken, though they were known to 
come from men who inhabited only the dime 
lodging-houses, who had no visible means of 
support, and who were known to be non-res- 
ideuts of the city. Gangs of these lodging- 
house tramps were voted, and any Repuhjic- 
an who dared to protest against so grave an 
outrage was pounded and abused, and the 
Harrison minions in blue laughed at him. 

‘Ihe Third Precinct, whieh is Republican 
and decent, was quiet and uneventful during 
the day, a fair vote being cast. The Fourth 
Precinct polling-place was at No. 55 Green 
street, hear West Madison. A quiet vote was 
cast aud there Was no excitement. 


TENTH WARD. 


In the Tenth Ward there was 4 good deal 
of excitement, owing to the fact that James 
Walsh and Charles King, both Democrats, 
and Daniel Neison, Republican, were run- 
ning fop Alderman. The First Precinct was 
located at Indiana and Curtis streets, and 
here ‘there was a big Democratic vote cast, 
but the Republicans kept illegal voting in 
check. and twok care, under the lead of 
Deputy-Sheriff James H. Burke, to see to it 
that O’Connor and pig A friends got a fair 
show. ‘There were a few minor “scraps,” 
but nothing of a serious nature. 

‘The Second Precinct was at the corner of 
Union street and Milwaukee avénue, a most 
disreputable locality, where a nui r of 
petty fights oceurred. Ex-Alid. Schroeder 
had charge here, but nevertheless the Repub- 
lican challengers were thrown out of the polls, 
and Harrison’s gang ran things to suit thein- 
seives, and wide open. The Third Precinct, 
corner of Jefferson and West Lake streets, 
was acuriosity. Not one-tenth of the voters 
were either residents of the city or the pre- 
cinet. Most of them were tramps and toughs 
who made the Bethel Home their temporary 
refuge, and they all voted to prolong the 
misrule of Carter H. Harrison. At the Fourth 
Precinct, corner of North Ourtis and West 
Lake streets, things were emphatically quiet, 
and it seemed as though an honest vote was 
being cast. 

THREE QUIET WARDs. 

In the Eleventh, Twelfth, and Thirteenth 
Wards a full vote was polled, and all weat 
strongly for Cary. The best of order was 
maintained during. the day, and very littie 
drunkenness was noticeable, though few of 
the saloons obeyed the order to close up. 
The RKepubliean majority in the Eleventh 
was estimated at 2, Simons was elected 
Alderman. Very little scratching was done 
by the voters of either party. In the Tnhir- 
teenth Ward it was thought Lyke would be 
elected Alderman, though Dobson was run- 
ning him close. : : 


FOURTEENTH WARD. 


In the Fourteenth Ward the day was a 
quiet one. The vote polled was not percepti- 
bly larger than usual, exeept perhaps 
in one or two. precincts, but there 
was ah- unusual amount 
cuous “seratching” and ~“‘ pasting.’’ 
The streets wére paraded for Cary by & brass 
band, and for Harrison by an eaglé on a 
truck. Without exception, the saloons Were 
open. A few of them wore a demure, closed- 
up-on-accouut-of-election look, but the ma- 
ority were in full blast. At the corner of 

filwaukee avenue and Erie street the room 
adjoining the polis was filled with gudzlers, 
and four orfive drunken rows took piace. 
At No. 42 Milwaukee avenue early in the 
morning a Norwegian and 4 Pole dis¢ussed 
politics with their fists, but were prompt- 
ly separated. At. No. 8 Noble street 
the crowd near the cluse numbered about 
500. There were half a dozen fights’ here 
during the day, but without serious results. 
in one a drunken man Was coinpletely

He came there early, staid late, and did val- 
lant service in the cause ot law and order, 
and his example wis worthy of emulation.

In the Sixteenht ard the day proved to 
be very quiet, oad very. little occurred about 
which anything could be said. The Social- 
ists took a déep concern in the resultin the 
interest of Aid. Meier, the Citizens’ Union 
candidate for ‘own Assessor, but they were 


without organization; comparatively speak- . 


ing,.and in voting many of them were capt- 
ured by the politicians and induced to vote 
against their will. .The interest Was really 
centered in the town ticket, however, from 
the fact that the Democratic nominee for As- 
sessor had his workers in each precinct, Whe 
were trading any and every thing for a vote. 
SEVENTERTH WARD. 

The “bloody Seventeenth ” was very quiet, 
though the saloons were all open, and many 
kegs of beer and gallons of whisky were 
drank. The liquor, however, seemed to be 
harmless, as very few of the toughs were in 
a fighting mood, ana notadozen men became 
incapable. ‘There were two or three “ scrap- 
ping matches” in the Fifth and Sixth Pre- 
cincts, but no arrest8 were made, the police 
simply separating the combatants and,keep- 
ing them apart. The voting was, as usual, 
pretty much all one way—Democratic; but 
the workers;around the polls said there had 
been more ballots put into the boxes at 
A few suspicious 
roughs were challenged, and there was con- 
siderable voting on.aflidavits, but the general 
impression was that not many fraudulent 
votes were cast. There was much scratch- 
ing, particularly on Alderman (Sullivan) and 
Dunphy, but Harrison got the solid Demo- 
cratic vote. — 

EIGHTEENTH WARD. 
A very heavy vote was polled in the Eight- 


eenth, the Republicans turning out 4l- 
most to a man, and, as a_ rule, 
voting early. In nearly all of 
the precincts three-fourths of the votes 


were deposited by 2 o’clock. The Hatch 
House precinct, corner Kinzie and Wells 
streets, where the repeater is strong, was 
watched very closely, and not much crooked 
work wasfdone. Mike Corcoran and Ruddy, 
the independent Democratic candidate for 
Alderman, had a fight, and Ruddy received 
a black eye. . This was the only rumpus dur- 
ing the day. One ortwo drunkes men were 
seen at this poll, but at the others there was 
not One under the influence of liquor. The 
saloona were all open. Everybody remarked 
that the election was‘ very quiet,” no 
one had noticed any attempts at fraudulent 
voting. Cary got one vote intended 
for Harrison by the conduct of some vf the 
latter’s friends in the Sixth Precinct. E. W. 
Farrell, a Democrat,. in going to the poils 
was jostied by a crowd of hoodlums, one of 
whom made a grab for his watch. The chain 
broke, however, and the time-plece fell on 
the sidewalk, and Mr. Farrell recovered it. 
Policemen No. 417 and 429 arrested the thief, 
but one of his associates said, ** That’s my 
friend,” the officers let the fellow go. 
Mr. Farrell was so disgusted at this that he 
got a Citizens’ Union ticket and voted it 
straight. 


The Order mr a te Be Closed 


Wholly’ Diaregardea. 

Carter H. Harrison issued a proclamation 
telling the saloonkeepers to close their 
places yesterday. Wondering how the 
Mayor’s friends on the Levee would régard 
the mandate a TrIsuNE reporter yesterday 
afternoon at 2 o’clock stroiled down State 
street. ‘The saloon kept by Henry Herrman, 
at No. 274, was not closed. Valerga’s “ Café 
de Roma,’ at No. 278, was not closed. J. 
Schpeider, at No. 286, was doing a thriving 
business. The saloon at No. 290 State street 
was crowded with customers, ana Morris’ 
place at No. 294 was also packed with Carter’s 
friends, Nos. 302, 304, 306, and 310 swarmed 
with drinking patrons. ‘T. J. Howe’s place, 
No. 336, was closed, but a boy standing near 
who saw the reporter at the front enterance 
said: “Side door, mister.’’ The saloon at 
No. 340 was thronged, as was the dago-shop 
at No. 342. Paddy Ryan’s place was accessi- 
ble all day through. the side door. Whisky 
was consumed in farge quantities and the 

ol-tables ran from oor morning until 
ong after midnight. At No. 356 James Lo- 
max admitted the thirsty throngs through 
the back door, while « second saloon was 
** wide open” in the basement. Nos. 
378 and 384 disregarded the Mayor’s 
yroclamation, and the .dago-shop at 
No. 400 gathered in victims as usual. 
Thomas Curley at No. 402 converted his sa- 
loon into asort of negro headquarters for 
Jim Appleton’s dusky friends. Kum and 
money influenced quite a number of African 
votes for the Aldermanic saloonkeeper. Nos. 
406 and 408 were crowded all yesterday after- 
nvon. The saioons No. 412 and 41244 are next 
to a polling-place, but these saloons did not 
cl just the same. No. 420, on the other 
side, was filled with men who had voted for 
Harrison. When the reporter entered these 


men were engaged in profanely denouncing — 


Judge Cary. Jim  Appleton’s saloon 
was closed, but those who knew Jim 
could get in at the side en- 
tranceon Poik street. Tur Trrspune report- 
er was denied admission, while others had 
no diffieulty in running the blockade. On 
Clark street, between Polk and Harrison 
streets, twenty-nine saloons were open as 
usual at 2:30 yesterdayafternoon. And thus 
the Mayor’s friends on the Levee observed 
Hizzonner’s proclamatnon. 


How the Patro!-Wagons Helped. 

Mayor Harrison’s scheme of having patrol- 
wagons is a great and a good one, not only for 
the good order of the city but for the benefit 
of a Democratic Mayor who wants to be re- 
elected.

The Levée Abnormally Quiet Last 
: Night. 

With the exception of some cheering ema- 
nating from throats well dampened with 
election whisky, the principal thoroughfares 
of the city were unusually quiet last night. 
The “scraps ” and fights that generally wind 


} upan election seemed to be entirely elimi- 


natea from the program; and were replaced 
by good-natured drunks and jollifications. 
The “ Levee” wasentirely deserted, and 
a tour of inspection of that locality made by 
a TRIBUNE reporter at a late hour disclosed 
the fact that the well-known characters that 
have made that portion of the city famous, or 
rather infamous, were all down-town watch- 
ing for election retutis; Paddy Ryan’s, 
Mike Hannigan’s, and Ed Morris’ resorts 
bore an aspect of painful toneliness, and 
their proprietors were nowhere to be seen. 
The “ dago shops” were the only dens pat- 


ronized, and their customers were all women 
poor, degraded, pain wretches, assembled 


therein -to await ® custom of -sin, 
to rope in any “sucker” that might 
venture inside the traps to be 


robbed by them. A reporter ventured to 
enter one of these panera, and, ordering 
some refreshments, he sat down at @ table in 
one of the par ory of the piace, where eight 
women, ranging in‘ age from abotit 16 to 50, 
were seated. Two of the best-looking 
women, who were very well dressed, were 
ehgaged in discussing the probable result of 
the election. The younger one said: 

** Say, Belle, suppose Harrison ain’t elected 
what are we poor girls goingte do? I think 
we have a hard enough time already, being 
pulled in and fined every time the city wants 
to pay the coppers.

Carter Glorifies Himeeclf and Abuses 
the Clergy. 

When THe TRrBUNE reporter entered the 
Council Chamber last night, Carter H. Har- 
rison, who isto be Mayot for another two 
years, was standing near the ante-room door, 
listening to the reading by his Secrétary of 
the election returns as they were brought in.

“lam not surprised,” said he, “for the 
reason, first, that the majority is not as large 
as I expected. The terrific attacks made 
upon me during the last few days by tiie 
press and the preachers created a sentiment 
which was not all cooled by yesterday. iIf/ 
the campaign could have lasted four days 
longer that sentiment would have died out 
through the touchstone of legic and cold 
facts applied to thinking men who would 
not vote for mé yesterday, and who would 
ordinarily have voted for me, and thus made 
my majority larger. 

“I boldly assert that the whole Citizens’ 
Union reform, as a reform and high-license 
movement, was a fraud. it was simply a 
trick of the Republicans td gain the control 
of this Municipal Government for 1884, They 
thus brought in sentimental ideas and out- 
side issues, which were intended to bring in

Tue absurdity of the recently-adopted 
tariff is very evident in many particulars, but 
itis especially absurd in the two features of 
a tax of 30 per cent on engravings, pictures, 
and other works of art, and also the tax on 
foreign literary productions. The idea of 
“ protecting ’’ American authors by impos- 
ing atax on the production of foreign writers 
is exceedingly offensive, of ought to be, to 
al! American writers, and that Dr. Holmes 
should have beén weak enough to have asked 
the imposition of such a tax is. only an evi- 
dence of the pertinacity and industry of the 
friends of protection in swelling the chorus 
demanding that American laber should be pro- 
tected from the competition of foreigners. 

The galleries and studios of all the States 
in Europe are crowded with Americans who 
are there enjoying the advantages of free 
access to all the great works of art.. Ameri- 
ean students have placed before them for 
study the great public galleries, pnd without 
hindrance or charge. Americans are in 
this respect on an entire equality with 
French and other students, and the competi- 
tion is reduced to the skill and genius and 
the industry of all alike. While enjoying 
this liberty, Congress has now interposed, 
and has levied a tax of 30 per cent on all 
pictures from the hands of foreign artisis, 
thus discriminating against the great schools 
of art to which American students have freé 
admission. A Fretich painter or engraver is 
not to be permitted to sell his production in 
this country without paying a duty of 30 
per cent, under the delusion that by this ex- 
clusion the production of ike works can be 
promoted at home, and American aftists 
can get higher prices tlian can the foreign. 

Considering the fact that foreign dutliors 
are denied all legal means of collecting any 
compensation in this cotuntry for their lit- 
erary productions, or that the Ainerican peo- 
ple enjoy the republication of those books in 
this country free of cost and of tax, the 
theory of taxing them is extremely absurd. 
When the book of an English author, sold 
at $3 in England, is reproduced and sold in 
this country:by the half-million copies at 
15 or 20 gents eaca, the idea of levying a tax 
to protect the Américan authors or publish- 
ers against foreign competition is hardly 
worthy the labor given by the protective 
associations to repel the invasion of the for- 
eigh paupers. ‘The enactment of protective 
taxes for such purposes Is calculated to niake 
American tariff legislation contemptible. 


YESTERDAY'S DEFEAT. 

The election of Carter H. Harrison as 
Mayor of Chicago for a third time is none 
the less a scandal anda disgrace because it 
has been achi¢ved by several thousand votes. 
A portion of that majority is represented by 
frauds at the polls, of which there is abun- 
dant external evidence; but electioh frauds 
are of such insidious’ character that when 
they have been pérpetrated there is no 
means of estimating their extent. But, aside 
from the exclusion of challengers on the part 
of the Citizens’ Union ticket, the artificial 
distending of the vote on the * Levee,” the 
evidences of false registration, and the 
wholesale manufacture of affidavits in cer- 
tain hard districts, there is sufficient to ae- 
count for the triumph of the élements at 
Harrison’s back; for it was their triumph 
more than his. 

Harrison and his strikers had complete con- 
trol of thé machine, and the local machine 
ot a large city always includes “ workers ”’ 
who are professedly attachéd to both par- 
ties, but really bélong to the machine alone 
in case of emergency. Harrison’s machine 
included in the present instance not only the 
City-Hall gaug, the Aldermanic ring, and 
the contractors, but also nineteen-t wentieths 
of all the saloons and their various append- 
ages. 

The Harrison ticket also had the strength 
of party backing, while the claims of partv 
were weakened on the othér side in the vain 
hope to secure the co6peration of the more 
respectable portion of the Democratic vote 
in the Common interést of decency and govd 
government. But Harrison held out the 
tempting bait of running the City Govern- 
iment for the benefit of the Democratic party 
in the Presidential election of next year. 
There was a large Democratic following 
whieh wheeled into liné against their better 
impulse and bétter judgment on this ac- 
count. . 

Looking these and other advantages Har- 
risom possessed squarely in the face there 
was @ Widespread apprehension of his elec- 
tion from the first among those who desired 
his defeat most. This sentiment alotie was 
worth thousands of yotes to him. It created 
fin apathy among the masses notwithstand- 
ing the outward show of activity made by 
many citizens. The proportion of, people 
Who wait to be on the wintiing side is very 
large, and there are also great numibets wlio 
in such a casé do not take the pains to vote. 
The Hatrison ticket polled all the votes it 
could possibly drum tip, and more too. The 
stay-at-homes were all on the other side. 
There wefe no sigtis of the uprising which 
eatried Hoyne through. 

The defection of the Germans was not 
overestifiated. They voted with the Harri- 
soli crowd on the liceiisé question. The 
brewérs influenced the higher classes among 
the Germans; the beef-saloons reached the 
othets; the Staats-Zeitung cracked the whip 


over all fot feasons best known to itself. ’ 


The Germans helped to elect Colvin when 
the Sunday issue jiistified theit course to a 
eeftain extent, but no ¢dlass of citizens re- 
gretted more the subsequent rule of licen- 
tiousness. They will go through the same 
experience with Harrison. 

There i« little doubt that the railroad cor- 
porations and all the interests: which have 
dealings with the Common Council involving 
the advancement of corporate projects at the 
expense of the public gave valuable support 
to the Harrison ticket. ‘They may possibly 
be repaid by future fayors, but it is much 
more likel¥ that they will be bled in the fut- 
ure, whenever an Opportunity comes up, as 
freely as in the past, 

High license is not. yet popularized as an 
issué in a large and conglomerate eommuni- 
ty like Chieago, because it is not properly 
understood. Tur Tkituxe has frequently 
expressed the opinion that it would mect 
with defeat for a time if the decision were 
left to the ruling forces of city politics. The 
part which this issue played in yesterday’s 
election was undoubtedly injurious to the 
Citizens’ movement, but this is net the first 


| time the people have rejected reform in | 


in jnterest. If the a 
ave tt een al honesty to adopt a uni- 
forntlicense throughout the State, actual ex- 
periehce with the system will secure a large 
majority in its support e¢vén in Oliicago two 
years from tow. 

Neither Mt. Cary nor the gentlemen who 
organized the Citizens’ Utiion movement 
have any reason to biame themselves for the 
result. If the Harrison-McDonald gang 
could not be defeated by the course which 
has beén taken it ¢értaily cotild not Have 
been beaten by the ordihary methods. Both 
Republicans and Democrats who have taken 
anactive part in the movement against the 
dettkved elements have the satisfaction of 
knowing that they did their duty, and the 
manly, straightforward course of Mr. Cary 
deserves and will receive the warmest appro- 
bation. 

There is no oecasion for trantic lamenta- 
tion over the result. Chicago is toe prosper- 
ous te be seriously affected, and the people 
have become so accustomed to dirty streets, 
ribald seenes, and unclean government gern- 
erally that they will probably bear up under 
a continuation of these conditions with the 
serenity that goes with fat pauriches, ple 


thoric purses, and profitable business, They. 


may weary some day of demagogism and 
bad government, and then there will be 4 
landsiidée.

A GREAT OONCERT TOUR. 

The most extensive and extraordinary con- 
cert tour ever made in this country will be 
commenced by Thevdore Thomas and his 
orchestra on the 2th inst His circuit in- 
cludes thirty cities and seventy-three con- 
certs, and reaches from Baltimore to San 
Franctsco.

The details of the tour will be of special 
interest to wntisieal people in Chicago who 
hold Mr. Thomas in such high esteem.

They will deniand 
a higher standard in their home enteriain- 
ments, andin every diréction musie wil! ad- 
vance to a higher and mere dignified plane, 
There is ofily one cause for apprehension to 
Chicago.

Mr. Thomas for three 
months cannot expect to take a sifiele day’s 
rest. Heis on the road or conducting al- 
most without an hour’s intermission from 
April 26 to July 9, when he Goitimences his 
long season here. We shall have his orches- 
tra splendidly seasoned, but in what trim 
will Mr. Thomas himself be when he reachés 
here?

THE TARIFF WILL NoT DOWN. 

An association of Eastern wérkingthéeti 
lately passed tesolutions deinanhding that to 
balance the advantages given the employers 
by the tariff, which rélievéd thém frim for- 
eigti competition, the Workingmen should be 
shielded from foreign competition by the 
absolute prohibition of any importation of 
labor from abroad. This is one of thatiy 
symptoms that the tariff question has hot, 
as some politicians, conscious of their in- 
ability to debaté it before the people hoped, 
been disposed of by the makeshift atid uh- 
fair action of the conference comthittee of 
the last Congress.

Re 
publican reformers, like Mr: Fishback, of 
indianapolis, insist that they Will not accept 
what has beén done as a finial solution of a 
great léegisiative duty wliich involves rights 
as sacred as those that were coticernéd in the 
extinction of black siavery.

THE CHICAGO BANKS AND THE GOLD 
CERTIFICATES, 

The application of the Chicago bankers 
that the Treastity Depattmétit direct the 
issue of certificates of gold deposits redeem- 
able at.the Chicago Sub-Treasury discloses 
but atiother phase of the obstinacy of the 
New York jéalousy of any recognition of 
any other point in ,the country, either m 
financial or commercial matters. Years ago 
evéry pound of imported merchandise had 
to be brought into the country through an 
Atlantic seaport, and it had to be feceived, 
warehoused, appraised, wéighed, and the 
duties paid on itat New York. This busi- 
ness became so irksome ahd oppressive, 
throtigh its delays and its corruptions, as to 
call foran unusual protest from the West, 
and a demand that imports might be for- 
wardea without delay tundér bonds and 
sealto Chicago ahd other Western points, 
and the duty collected here. Against this 
New York solidly protested, and various 
were the objections urged. Mr. Conkling, 
representing all the interests in New York 
City, vehemently resisted any such departure 


from the old proceeding,even insisting that the 


Governthent would be robbed of its revenue 
by the plunder of the trains of the imported 
goods while in transit through the Western 
States. The objection really was to doing 
anything to encourage importation by West- 
ern cities and to compel Western merchants 
to deal with New York. It took several 
years to overcome this hostility of New 
York, and before direct importation and over- 


land transportation in bond could be toler- 
ated. Even after it was authorized by law 


the whole machinéry of the Treasury De- 


partment was employed to embarrass and 
break up the new system. New York then 
insisted that there was but one place for col- 
lecting imposts, and that was in New York 
City. Time has, however, shown the fallacy 
of this theory. 


The Government during the last session of 


Congress so far advanced its theory of fihan- 
cial adininistration as to authorize the depos- 
it of gold in the Treasury and the issue there- 
for of gold certificates, 


Up to this time it 
was a common or daily d6céurrence to cart 
several millions of gold between the banks, 


the clearing-house, and the Sub-Treasury. 


But by a regulation of the Treasury these 


certificates, wherever issued, are made re- 


deemable in New York City alone. The ef- 


feat uf this regulation is to cémpel the return 
of all gold eeftificates to New York City. 
All gold finding its way into deposits must 
therefore returh to New York. At present 


the tendency of gold is to the West, and es- 
petially to Chicago. In the absence of any 
gold eertificates redeemable at this point, the 
gold has to be transported at 4 sérious cost 
from one point of the cothtry to New York, 


and the Treasury Department, true to the 
selfish dictation of New York, refuses any 
certificate except one returnabie exclusively 
for redenhiption to that city. A déposit of 
gold 
is only useful in the form of certifi- 
cates, which may be distributed 
payment

heeded. it is very elear that the Treasury 
Department is only a reflex of the wishes and 
policy of the New York) City financial opera- 
tors. They have, under the regulations of the 
Treasury, a “corner” on the gold of the 
country. The rest of the country nrust pay for 
the transportatidn of gold,\or send the cer- 
tificates back to New York, for redemption. 
Theissue of gold certificates is, theretore, a 
eg ae whieh is practically confined to 

New York City and denied to the rest of the 
country. 

The request ot thé Chicago \banks for per- 
mission to have-gold certificates fssued and 
made redeemable here was flot perhaps what 
was really the propét remédy. All gold cer- 
tifieates should be made redeemable at the 
Treasury in Washington, in which case they 
would be available for alf purposes in all 
parts of the country alike, and would be 
receivable in banks and at Sub-Tréas- 
uries on deposit everywhere the same. This, 
however, is not acceptable in New York, 
nor at Washington, especially at Washing- 
ton, where the officials objeet to the business 
of issuing so many certificates, entailing so 
much clerical labor. This last objection is 


uttetly absurd. The additional labor ef one 


or two clerks is a poor pretext for the\ de- 
nial of 80 much convenience to the public, 

The banks, howéver, have a remedy of 
which the Treasury Department, however 
much it may desire to do 80, cannot deprive 
them. If the Western banks desire Treasury 
certificates df small denominations, of $20 or 
$50 each, they can resort to silvér, which, In 
certificates of such sums, is as equally accept- 
able as are the gold certificates. If the in- 
sane prejudice of the banks against reeogniz- 
ing silver, even in the form ofjsilver certifi- 
ce tes of small denominations, is se intense as 
to induce them to refuse to handle that form 
of currency, they must accept the alternative 
of hauling the gold through the streets, pay- 
ing the cost of transportation, and sustaining 
the ldss by abrasion. 

CONNECTED with the récent legislation in 
Tennessee having for its purpose the repudi- 
ation of the State debt there is one fact 
which has seemingly been overlooked, but 
whiich possibly may yet attract National at- 
tention. In 18383 and at subsequent dates 
the United States invested certain funds 
held for the use of certain Indian tribes in 
bonds of the State of Tennessee. The prin- 
cipal of these bonds thus invested by the 
United States, under Indian tfeaties, in trust 
for the Indians, amounted to $489,666. The 
interest Was paid by the State up to Jan. 1, 
1861, when it ceased. The bonds, however, 
continued to bear interest, and this interest 
has been regularly appropriated by Congress 
and has been paid to the Indians. ‘Thé prés- 
ent state of the debt is as follows: 

Principal of bonds. od odie ébee 
Interest paid by U nited States. . 
Total due to Vanes States ny Ten- 
neésee.. . . $982,936 

The United States as trustee holds $459,660 
of the bonds of the State of Tennessee for 
the benefit ot the Indians. The State of 
Tennessee having failed to pay the interest 
since January, 1861, the United States has 
paid that interest over to the Indians. The 
principal and interest unpaid by the State 
amounts to nearly one million of dollars. 
The State now repudiates the whole or part 
of the prificipal, and, we suppose, the whole 
of the overdue interest. In the ftieantime 
the obligation on the part of the United 
States to pay the interest to the Indians con- 
tinues indefinitly: What is the United 
States to do about the matter? The “ Sover- 
eign” State of Tennessee repudiates the 
interest on them advanced by the United 
States since 1861, and which the United 
States is still forced to pay to the Indians. 
This is brifiging reptdiation of the State debt 
directly home to the Government ef the 
United States, and the quéstion must sooner 
or Iter be answered, What is thé United 
States to do about it? 


A NATION like Great Britain that follows 
the sun around the globe with its imperial 
drum-beats mug} have soldiers to beat the 
tom-tom, and, as a Parliamentary disciple of 
John Bright showed the other day, must 
have taxpayers to foot the bills. This gen- 
tleman—Mr. Illingworth—made a motion 
that the army, out of regard to tlie pressure 
of taxation, be reduced by 5,000 men, but he 
got only jeers for iis pains. He pleaded the 
extraordinaty depression of the fatming in- 
terest atid the languishing state of manu- 
factures and trade. There were, he said, 
1,000,000 paupers in the county, and 1,000,000 
miore persons who were continually on 
the vérge of péauperism. In view of 
all these facts, he thought, the cost 
of $600 per head for maintaining the British 
atmy was “staggering.” Mr. Illingworth 
gave figures to show that the standing armies 
of Europe with the reserves numbered 12,- 
464,867 men, and that the annual expense of 
keeping up this forcé was $800,000,000, But 
this was not the total of the burden of war 
resting in peace on the downtrodden people 
of Europe, for the intetest on the national 
detits, which were almost éx¢élusively nili- 
tary in their origin, was $1,000,000,000 more 
every year. In view of the recent Egyptian 
war, though it was not marked with the reck- 
lespess and criminality of some of the mili- 
tary adventures of Disraeli’s Administration, 
Mr. Lilimgworth thought the tinie was still 
far distant when men with thé noblest inten- 
tions could enter the Govertiment resdlved 
and ablé to pursue a policy of non-interven- 
tion abroad and amelioration of the condi- 
tion of the people at home. 


GEN. McMILLEN, who fan as the Repub- 
lican candidate for Congréss in the Fifth Dis- 


trict of Louisiana last fall, doegnot take a very 


hopeful view of the party’s condition in that 
State. As the matter how stands, With the 
whites massea off one side and thé hegroes on 
the other, hé does not think it posésibie for the 
Republicans to maké a respectable fight. if the 
Governimetit should mae it known that fratia 
and violence at elections: woula tindnestionably 
be punish’: Mr. McMillen bélidves that it 
would reinvigorate the Républicah party, 
and with the prospect of dsiiécesé there 
would ¢ome an aecession of white voters 
to its ranks.

A “LONG-FELT want” in Connecticut is 
said tobe a statue of Nathan Hale, the patriot 
spy, who was hanged by Sritish soldiers in the 
Ony of New York during the Revolution. <An 
image of Hale would, ig the opinion of many 
prominent persons in his vative State—for he 
was a Connecticut youth, a Yale stadent, and a 
New London school-teacher—find 4 fitting place 
on the exterior of the handsome State C.pitol. 
Some speeches were made urging the erection 
of such a statue before the proper committee 
of the Connecticut Legislature on Wednesday 
afternoon. Ex-Gov. Hubbard's speech was a 
long and carefully elaborated address, in which 
the claim of Nathan Hale to one of the “ sculpt- 
ured niches,” along with Jonathaa Tramball 
and Roger Sherman, was eloquently set forth. It 
sounds a little strange, bowever, at this late 
day to hear the execution of Hale condemmed as 


| an act of injustice, and the British Proyost-Mar-

If that is deservéd, then Washington 
committed butchery when John André was 
hanged. Hale wasaspy. He accepted bis se- 
cret mission with a full knowledge of the pen- 
alty that would fuliow capture. Moreover, he 
was arrested while making his way back to the 
American lines with all the information he bad 
been sent to acquire, andif he had returned to 
Washington’s beadquarters alive the Revolu- 
tionary War might have been teraiinated more 
speedily thanit was. OF course hé was hanged, 
as all spies were before his time and have been 
since in time of war. Hale was none the less a 
hero on that account, and his statue will not 
maké a less Appropriate addition to the ornate 
architecture of tne Connecticut State- House, but 
it ig to be regrotted that a trace of the old ban- 
combe of “ Fourth-of-July orations” still ro- 
mains, eveti in Connecticut. 


Mr. FRANK JAMes having informed the 
world that he\entertains no hard feeling against 
Gov.

This is an unsafe assumption, and 
even if it were dlways true it would not remove 
the dah@er. Kindergarten teacbers should have 
their attention drawn to this matter and banish 
the arsenic colors altogether. |

A KELIGIOUS WAR. 

Lonpown, April 3.—Advices from Colombo, 
the Capitai of Ceylon, report a vicious roit as 
having occurred lately between the Bud- 
dhists and Papists. The Catholies seriously 
objected toa religious procession of the 
Buddtrists in which was carried a cruci 
fix surmounted by a monkey. This 
latter combination, which the Pa- 
pists held td be an insult to the Catholic re 
ligion, brought about a violent contest in 
r thé streets, which was only stopped by the 
vigorous efforts of the troops, who dispersed 
the rioters and restored peace without blood- 
shed. A number of the participants, how- 
ever, were roughly handled. 


OTHER LANDS. 
SOCIALISTS IN CONFRRENCE. 

CorENHAGEN, April 3.—The German So- 
clalists have fast concluded a three days’ se- 
erétcongréss. Sixty members were present, 
including Babel, Liebknecht, and Hasen- 
clever, all members of the Reichstag, together 
with delegates froin Paris and London. ‘They 
decided strongly to oppose at the elections in 
18% Bismarcks, policy chiefly in fegard to 
sécial program atid to force a fight against 
capital. The German police believed the 
congress was being held in Switzerland. 

CATANIA, April 3.—A severe shock of 
earthquake was felt at Riposto. The oscil- 
lations continue.

Thetr Plane Detatied by a Prisoner= 
Walter Jones, of Dailas, Téx., Stir- 
prised and “Murdered by Afiaches. 

Sr, Lovis, Mo., April 3.—a dispatch ftom 
Gtobe, Ari, says the Silver Belt rewspaper 
received the following from San Carlos; The 
Indian eaptured here this forenoon is Bar- 
iotish, of Eskioish’s band, He says: “I left 
Chiricuhua three days ago. Thre are 
three bands in Arizona, Chatos, 
with twenty-five men, ahd Gerom- 
mos with eighty men. Juh was = lett 
in the Batuco Mountains, in Mexico, with 
three mehi and five wemen. Loco is in a 
strotighold four days’ march southeast from 
Casa Grande, with fourteen remnants of the 
victofious band and all the women of the 
barids now out. Natctel Cochise’s son is 
with Chate. The two batids wefe left in 
ecanip in Mexico twenty-two days ago. One 
came to Wheatstone Mountain, near Tomb- 
stone, and the other came up into Arizona 
further Gast. [left the band near Puevlo. 
Théy ititended to go forth to Mogo- 
ten Mountain ecirele tonight, then go 
south to thé place where Col. Garcia 
had a fight hast year. Thesé Indians are all 
from the San Carlos reservation exeept four- 
teén of Victofio’s old band. They left the 
reservation a year ago, and these are all the 
Indians in Mexico on the warpath controlled 
by Gerommios. Loco lives apart from them. 
A majority want to return to thé reserva- 
tion, and Loco is anxious to surrender, but 
others will not lethim. The Indian captured 
is ironed and in the guard-honse.

CELEBRATION OF THE 100TH ANNIVERSARY 
OF HIS BIRTH. 

New York, April 3.—[Spectal./—The 
100th anniversary of the birth of Washington 
Irving was celebrated tonight in the old 
Seeond Reformed Church at Tarrytown. 
Among those present were President Mer- 
rill, Edward Gates, of Rutgers Collége;

Prof. T. 8. Doolittie, Jd. M. Hallock; of the 
Christian at Work; Dr. Withrow, of 
Boston; Prof. J. M. Ludlow and wife, 
Prof. Newman Fox, Marshall H. Bright, 
and Gen. James F, Hall. Chiet- 
Justice Noah Davis, who presided, 
spoke briefly, referting to Washington Irving 
as the first American author who had 
reached an acknowledged position among the 
world’s writers.

BREACH OF PROMISE. 


A PRUSSIAN VALET SUES A YOUNG LADY 
FOR $10,000, 


New York, April 3—([Special.]—The in- 
vestigation before Referee John Crook in his 
office at No. 229 Broadway this afternoon in 
the ease of Bernhard Barenich, the Prussian 
valet, who sues to recover $10,000 from Miss

The 
heartbroken complainant was cross-exam- 
ined by Miss MeLean’s counsel, Mr. B. 
Doran Killain, as to the physical effects of 
the perfidy of the woinen to whom Ne had 
been engaged, and the fact was revealed that 
the gilted Prussian had taken to his bed 
upon the receipt of the sad intelligence and 
watefed his couch with his tears, but whéth- 
et for thé loss of the woman herself or of 
her dowry of 50,000 American dollars 
he was too much affected to explain, 
Indeed, Mr. Barenich, although upon 
otdinary oceasiotis fully able to 
the English language, 
was so overcome by his feelings when par- 
tRularly searching questions were propound- 
ed by Mr. Killain as to be ata loss to com- 
prehend the queries or express his desires

FOR ITS FAILURE. 

‘New York, April 3.—|Spectal.]|~The fait- 
uré Of the banking-house of C. BH. Coy & Cé., 
of Toledo, caused a great amount of excite 
ment in banking circles in this city, espe- 
cially when the failure was aseribed to the 
declination of a New York bank to hortor 
drafts as agréed. Mr. Thompson, President 
ot the Chase National Bank, whieh was the 
New York correspondent of the banking- 
house of Coy & Coa., said this morning that 
he did not think it judicions “ for a bank- 
ingneie to have 4 railtoad telescoped 
with it,” and he therefore gavé ordefs 
for the accoutits of Coy & Co, to be kept within 
the proper banking botnds; consequen 
the balance of thé books of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank are on the right side. This bank 
would have nothing to do with the Toledo & 
lndianapolis Railway bonds. Some of the 
bonds were deposited in the Park Bank of 
this city, arid Coy & Co. were to draw against 
them. Officers of that Dank stated that Coy 
& Co. endeavored t6 draw more than 
was consideréd judicious, and the bank 
here informed them that 
not be. done, and e drafte were not 
honoted, How far this has led to 
the failure the officers of the bank declined 
to say, or what amount of the bonds was 
held by them. But it was believed that the 
Park Bank did not hold all the bonds of 
the railroad. The bonds of the To 
Indianapolis Railway Company do not ap 
pear to be quoted in the market here.

A CUTTING AFFRAY. 


Probability that One of the Partict- 
pauts Will Die of His Wounds.

“When within a tew feet of me, he drew a 
revolver from his pocket, pointed it at me, 
and, with an oath, said that he would shoot 
me, and added, * 1’jl show you who is Mayor 
of this city.’ Before he had time to shwot, 
*‘Seab’ Miller and Ed Nealis caught him by 
‘the arms and pushed him back. Miller told 
him that he was no better than any’ other 
man, and Nealis said that he was a friend of 
mine. Léried to avoid any difficulty, but 
finally 1 drew my revolver, cocked it, and 
said thatif there was any killing to be done

if Means was not taken from the room I 
would shoot him. :

Jailer Brady says he cannot eonceive what 
cause the Mayor could have for attempting 
to murder him. When he ran for Mayor 
two years ago, Brady and his friends worked 
faithfully for him, and a few days after his 
inauguration Brady entered his office and 
said to him: * Mr. Mayor, have you a sgitua- 
tion forme?” | 

**No, sir,’’ replied his Honor. 

“(ood morning,” said Brady, and from 
that day till this morning the two had not 
spoken. 

The Mayor bowed to Brady on one occa- 
sion on the street, but the latter did not re- 
spond to the salutation. 

Jailer Brady is the Democratic boss of the 
Sixteenth Ward. He has been in politics for 
vears, and is everywhere known as “ Buck ” 
Brady. He is a very ugly character when 
under the influence of liquor, but for two or 
three years he has been temperate, and as 
good as the ward politicians average. 

Mayor Means is probably a little sore over 
the fact that be was not nominated for re- 
election, and he had good reason for suppos- 
ing that Brady hada hand in crowding him 
off the track. Shay, who is referred to in 
Brady’s statement, is the defeated Demo- 
cratic candidate for Prosecuting-Attorney. 

THE MONDAY ELECTION. 

The result of Monday’s vote—that of the 
election of a mixed ticket—has been predict- 
ed in these dispatehes. A majority .of the 
successful candidates, including the head of 
the ticket, are Democrats, but the ‘pub- 
licans, while they hoped to elect theif entire 
ticket, recognize the fact that to have elected 
anybody is evidence of a long step forward. 
‘Their ticket one year ago was defeated . by 
an average of 8,000, -and it was then 
predicted that it would be several years 
before the lost ground could be regained, 
Yesterday they elected four men on the 
municipal ticket and fully half of. the candi- 
dates for the school board and for ward.of- 
fees. The election of E. 0. Eshelby, the Re- 
publican candidate r Controller, was a 
great triumph forall who are interested in 
good government. The Republicans made 
their fight for him ratherthan the head of 
the ticket, for the double reason that he had 
a weaker opponent than did the candidate 
for Mayor, and taxpayers are much 
more interested in having a good man 
in the Controller’s, office than in the 
Mayor's office. The Republicans have 
done better, therefore, than =_—s at 
first appears. They spent much less money 
than the Democrats, and in all respects con- 
ducted a more favorable campaign. Mul- 
vihill, who opposed Eshelly, was given 
$10,000 by the Democratic Campaign Com- 
inittee to use in his ye canvass. 
Republican nominee for Mayor did ‘hot exert 
himself as he should have done, otherwise it 
is possible that he would have pulled 
through. Eight of the twelve successful 
candidates had the advantage of the indorse- 
ment of the Municipal Reform Asseciation. 
‘The reformers polled about 2,500 votes. 
The Gérmans did better by _ the 
Republican ticket than the Irish. 
This is accounted for by the fact that nearly 
all the candidates upon the Democratic ticket 
were Catholics. As to the general result, 
the elecuon leaves the two parties so nearly 
equally matched that the fight will have to 
be made over-again in October. 

Senator Pendleton can fairly claim a 
victory, for he has elected a Mayor of Cin- 
ciunati, and he is now in excellent position 
for the October fight. But, while his chances 
of controlling his own party have been im- 
proving, the increased strength which 
the Republicans can show will give 
him good reason for apprehension 
that control of his own party may not mean 
control of the State. The boast of the Deimn- 
ocrats that they could elect yellow dogs in 
Cincinnati has n shown to be as untrue 
as it was foolish. They must put up good 
men and make a strong fight, and then their 
chances next fall will be even with the Re- 
publicans.

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Post-Office Clerks Testify that Mrs. 


Wardle Received the Brenton 
Letters, 
While Several Experts Pronounce the 
Handwriting Identical with 
MacLean’s- « 


Admission as Evidence of a Letter Teo 
Foul to Be Read in Open Court. 


Dernrorr, Mich., April 3.—[Special.}—The 
trial of the MacLean-Scripps libel case was 
resumed at 9:30 a. m. in the Superior Court 
today, and the question came up as to the ad- 
missibility of the testimony by deposition of 
Stanley Ferguson, clerk in the Tilsonburg 
post-vuffice, as to his comparison of a photo- 
graph of the Brenton letter with acknowl- 
edged writing of Dr. MacLean. Judge Chip- 
man said the question was a very broad one, 
but he thought the objection could be 
raised at this time. However, fairness 
would demand that two poitits be 
allowed to be shown: (1) that the 
original was at the time non-accessible in a 
legal way; and (2) that the photographic 
copy was correct. If the defense wanted to 
introduce testimony on this point he would 
have to exclude that part of the deposition. 
Such testimony was introduced, but the mat- 
ter was allowed to rest temporarily until fur- 
ther evidence could be procured on this 
point. * 

THE LEWIS AND BRENTON LETTERS. 

Judge Marston read the deposition of Mag- 
gie Ferguson: Am aclerk in the post-office 
at Tilsonburg, and remember that Mrs. War- 
dle received two letters marked “C. D, Bren- 
ton.”” They were not returned letters. Re- 
member Mr. Wardle, having delivered to him 
a letter so addressed. Stanley gave it to him. 
Think it was a few days befure he went 
crazy. 

The deposition of David B. MeMicken was 
read: Am salesman in Chicago. Lived in 


Springford, Ont., and was employed in the. 


post-office there from October, 1881, to Sep- 
tember, 1882. Have known Mrs. Emily 
Wardle for two or three years. Am sure of 
one letter being received addressed “ F. P, 
Lewis” and one to “C. D. Brenton.” Mrs, 
Wardle receivea them; she called for letters 
so addressed about twice a week, some- 
times asking for one of those addresses, 
and sometimes both. Think she received 
several of each kind, but can only swear to 
one of each. | They were not returned Jet- 
ters. Do not know any personsin the neigh- 
borhood by the names of “F. P, Lewis” or 
“©. D. Brenton.”’ 

Charles F. Swan testitied: Am chief clerk 
‘in the Detroit Post-Office. A record is kept 
of letters returned to the writer at his re- 
quest. Have examined the record from Jan. 
1, 1882, to May 1, 1882, to see if there was any 
letter returned during that timeto “C, D. 
Brenton, Tilsonburg, Ont.” Have also a 
record of forwarded letters on orders given 
on the letters. If a letter was 
“Cc. D. Brenton, Detroit,” and indorsed, * Lf 
not called for in ten days return to Tilson- 
burg, Ont..”? according to our ‘practice a 
ord would be kept of itif it was returned. 

Question—Is there a record of any such 
ties returned between January and May, 

Objections were made, and a long argu- 
ment ensued as to the admissibility of this 
evidence. Judge Chipman finally overruled 
the objection, and the witness answered: 

A.—To the best of my Knowledge there has 
been no such letter returned. Neither is 
there any such letter entered in the book of 
forwarded letters, both of which I have care- 
fully examined. 

Cot. Atkinson here renewed the offer of 
Stanley Ferguson’s deposition as to the 
identification of the Brenton envelope. Mr. 
Kirchner objected and it was excfuded. 

The remainder of the deposition of Stanley 
Ferguson was then read, as follows: When 
these Brenton letters. first came I put them 
in the general delivery, I afterwards put 
them in Mrs. Joseph Wardie’s box because 
she valled for them. I supposed they were 
for some friend of hers about the place, or a 
hired man or lady on the farm. | 

The cross-interrogations, redirect and re- 
cross, were —_ extended, plaintiff hay- 
ing particularly questioned the deponent as 
to the number of letters he handled daily 
and as to the reasons he had for remeniber- 
ing all about the Brenton letters. 

MRS. WARDLE RECALLED. 

In the afternoon John P. Hardy, late Chief 
Clerk of the Detroit Post-Office, testified in 
corroboration of the witness Swan as to 
return of letters not called for : then Mrs. 
Wardle was recalled, sai she eould 
not remember where she got the letters 
claimed to have been returned. Could not 
tell whether either of them was in a stamped 
envelope. Know that I had both. Did not 
buy the Government envelopes at Tilson- 
burg post-office. Bought them at different 
places—some at Hawilton, some at Wood- 
stock, and some at Toronto. Think I had 
some in my possession at the time I wrote 
the letters. Do not kuow whether the words 
‘If not called forin ten days return to” were 
printed on the envelopes. My correspond- 
euce was ver large. and it has 
been ai difficult matter fer me to 
remember anything about this affair. lL 
know that 1 got those letters, and that’s all I 
can tell about it.” 

MACLEAN’S INTERVIEW WITH SCRIPPS. 


James E. Scripps was recalled and said: 
* Did not state to Dr. MacLean that I did 
not care whether the article was true or not 
and published it asa matter of journalistic 
enterprise. I would not trust any one com- 
ing to the office with such indeceney.”’ 

Cross-examined: “Dr. MacLean came 
to the office once after the suit was begun. 
Do not recall that anything was said about 
Mr. Hayes putting u the job -or 
the mention of Ir. Hlayes at 
all: Did not say to Dr. Farrand that I had 
Dr. MacLean tight and was going to make 
him sweat or I would be having libel suits 
every day.” 

A FILTHY DOCUMENT. 

Col. Atkinson then offered the infamous 
Brenton letter and its envelope in evidence, 
and they were admitted despite objections 
of plaintiff's counsel. The letter was not 
read. It is too indeoent to be read paotins 
in the court-room, and the jury has not 
examined it as yet. A letter addressed to 
Mr. Babcock, which Dr. MacLean had ad- 
mitted writing in Kingston on the Monday 
when it was claim he had written the 
Brenton letter, was put in evidence, as Col. 
Atkinson claimed,to show that it was mailed 
on the same morning, was written with the 
same kind of ink, and on the same kind of 
paper, excepting that in the Brenton letter 
the hotel heading had been tern off. It 
should be noted.-that objections were made to 
nearly all the evidence offered by the de- 
fense, and that counsel fought the ground 
inch by inch, a great deal of time being taken 
up in argument. 

EXPERT TESTIMONY. 

Judge Marston said the defense had about 
concluded their evidence, except with re- 
ay to handwriting, and he would suggest 

at the court limit the number of expert 
witnesses to be allowed to be sworn on each 
side, and after some little wrangling the 
‘number was fixed at six. ‘The defense then 
offered the deposition of James Gaylord, of 
New York, as to handwriting, but this was 
objected to on the ground that the testimony 
was based on coufparison of photographic 
copies and nut on the origivals.

A POSTMASTER-GENERAL TO BE APPOINTED 
AT ONCE. 

WasnincTon, D. C., April 3.—[(Special.}— 
The President has been disappointed by the 
opinion of the Attorney-General that it will 
be necessary to make an appointment of the 
Postmaster-General at least within ten days 
from next Thursday. This decision has

AN ERA OF EOONOMY. 

Wasntineton, D. C., April 3.~—[Special. |— 
PubliePrintet Rounds is being denounced 
by employés in the bindery for the reason 
that he is endeavouring to introduce business 
principles, and to induce those who arb paid 
by the Govertiment to @arn their money. The 
stitchers in. the bindery, about 3800, more or 
less, all women, have been @mployed ata 
weekly compensation of $ll each. This was 
paid to all employed in the work of sewing 
the folded “signatures,” either by hand or 
machine. The fast and siow 
the skillful and the unskillful were ail 
paid alike. Mr. Rounds, as s00n as 
the pressure pf Congressional work was re- 
laxed, looked into this braheh of the work 
and diseovered that the Govertiment was 
getting less work from some of the sewers 
than it ought for the money paid, while from 
others, who were rapid and good sewers, a 
great deal of work was obtained. 806 he de- 
cided to abolish the salary system in part 
and testofe the piece system which had 
formerly prevailed. As soon as the an- 
nouncement was made the bindery was in ah 
uproar. On Saturday Mr. Rounds 
was waited tpoh by a éninmittee of 
* lad employés,” as they like to be 
called, and he listened to a vigorous feminine 
protest against what was denotinoéd as a 
manifest injustice. They declared that in 
inany instances sewers would not be able to 
earn even the scantiest living under the pro- 
posed system. Mr. Rounds heard the pro- 
testors through, and then told them that he 
only wisned to try an expériment by which 
he hoped the Government would profit. To 
an ordinary business-man this action of the 
Public Printer would appear to be a coni- 
mendable reform. To the peovlée here, who 
look upon the Government as something to 
pa in every way, Mr. Rounds’ plan will

A STRANGE CASE. 


A Boston Girl Subject to “'Traneeés ”’ 
Brings Suit Agatnat a Catholic Pricst 
for Taking from Mer Her ** Angels” 
and Substttuting a Rosafy. 

Bostox, Mass., April 3.—[Special.]—The 
civil suit of Lizzie M. Gannon, by her next 
friend, against John H. Flemming, Roman 
Catholic Priest, was begun in court today, 
damages alleged $5,000. Archbishop Will- 
iains, of the diocese, joined asa defendant, 
and the case excites much interest among 
Catholics througtout the country. In 
August, 1978, the plaintiff, then abont 18 
yéarsold, became subject to “tranceg” or 
swootis of ati epileptic nature. Thése tame 
on involuntarily, and not the same sort of 
trances familiar to the believers in Spiritual- 
ism. Still, this girl, when in _ this 
semil-couscious condition which thé epileptic 
swoon induced, claimed to see and talk with 
certain spirits of the dead, particularly that 
of her brother Frank, deceased some years 
prior. ‘Thesé trances came of at intervals 
of about a motith of two months till April, 
1879, when, having been overcome by one of 
them, she first showed to the members of the 
family a little box containing two images as 
they avere called, each being a representa- 
tion on a semi-transpareht dard. of the form 
of a cupid. These forms appeared more 
distinctly when the card was held before 
a ght strong enough to pass through 
it. The girl.called these images ‘‘angels,”’ 
and said that they had been given to her by 
this spirit of her brother. The spirft, as she 
related, told her that she must Carefully keep 
them, and if she did se he would give her 
something better after awhile. Where, in 
fact, the cards or pictures caine froin no one 
seems to know, and the persuasion of several 
members of the or gar 6 as well as of thé gir! 
herself, was that ey Were of supernat- 
ural origin. When the trance passed 
away the girl was so far restored to 
health that she cotild walk about the streets 
and attend to ordinary duties: At such times 
she gave no attention to the images, but 
whenever the trance came over her again she 
would call for the images, and these, when 
in her hands or within her sight, had a 
quieting effect upon her which promoted her 
réturn to anormal state of consciousness. 
On one of the oceasiotis a member of the 
family thought the girl to be in a dying 
state, and sent for the curate, Flemming. 
Ev¢ntually, Flemming took away and kept 
the two itages against the girl’s 
consent and substituted a rosary. Deprived 
of what she called her “ angels,” she became 
more afd more despondent, and the epileptic 
or hysterical conditions Became aggravated. 
so that she is now sightless, and speechless, 
and hopelesly prostrated. Members of the 
family made repeated efforts to fecover the 
images fromi the curate, and sought the in- 
teteession of.the Archbishop. ‘Thése efforts 
were met with a refusal to take action on the 
part of the defendants. Three wit- 
nesses were examined today, the mother 
aid the sister of =-sthe sick irl, 
anid the ,Archbishop,. He wis taken 
out of ourse oy courtesy. The 
two sisters and the mother were brotight up 
Catholics. The father is a Protestant. Va- 
rious beliefs peculiar to the Catholics, re- 
garded. as superstitious by Protestants, ap- 
pear in the testimony. The priest—Flem- 
ming—seems to have encouraged the busi- 
ness for a while, hopi to draw out some 
preternatural or supernatural doings or-say- 
ings from the girl which might ielp the 
church in showing that miraculous power 
still remains to it He wanted everything 
done through the oa 3 of the rosary, 
however, anid not by cupids: The 
sick girth though a gnod Catholic, 
stuck to her cupids, which she called 
angels. ‘There ie testimony that five bileed- 
ing wounds appeared on the girl in the 
plaees corresponding to the wounds of the 
crucified Savior. The physician who was 
called did not see these wounds, which were 

1ere punctures and closed up from time to 
time. The mother did het see them, but saw 
spots of blood on the giti’s clothing. The

MICHIGAN. 
DEATH OF CHARLES G, TROWBRIDGE, 
DETROIT. 

Detrotr, Mich., April 3.—/[Special.}— 
Charles ©. Trowbridge, the oldest regident of 
Detroit, died tonight. He was born at Al- 
bany, N. Y., in 1800, and at the age of 19 
came to Michigan, and for ten years after- 
ward held various positions of trust under 
Thomas Rowland and Lewis Cass. With the 
latter he was on the most intimate terms of 
friendship, and in many negotiations with 
the Indians he was invested by Gov. Cass 
with latge discretion. When Gen. Cass be- 
came Secretary of War he invited Mr. Trow- 
bridge to take a leading position in 
that department, but the offer was 
declined. In 18% he became cashier 
of the Bank of Michigan, which at that time 
was the only bank north of Cincinnati and 
west of Rochester, atfd held that position ten 
years. In 1884 he was Mayor of Detroit. 
Three yéars later he was the Whig candidate 
Tor Governor, but was defeated by Stevens 
T. Mason. In 1889 he became President of 
the Bank of Michigan, From 1853 to 1875 Mr. 
Trowbridge was President of the Detroit & 
Milwaukee Railroad. He was subsequently 
appointed Receiver, and wound up the affairs 
of that corporation. Mr. ‘Trowbridge was a 
leading member of the Bo agen Chureh, 
and for a period of over fifty wey was a 
member of the Standing Committee of the 
diocese. He was & lay delegate to ever 
General Convention of the church since 1835. 
Mr. Trowbridge was univérsally respected 
as the leading citizen of Detroit, and his fast 
publie appeafance was-on the 29th of Decem- 
ber last, when, on his 82d birthday, he was 
tendered a banquet. The life of Mr. Trow- 
bridge spanned the years between the settie- 
ment and development of the Northwest 
and fo nian was mote intimately connected 
with the growth of Michigan than he.

THE LIQUOR QUESTION. 


Rehearing of the lowa Constitutional 
Prohibttory Amendment Case—Ar«u- 
ments tn Favor of Validity by the 
Hon. J. F. Dunscombe and Judge Cc. 


Cc. Nourse. 

DAVENPORT, -Ia., April 3.—|Special.}— 
The April term of the lowa Supreme 
Cou convened at Library-Hall at 10 
o’clotk this miorting. The room was 
crowded to its capacity—about 300—and 
remained so during the day. Among 
those present were prominent membefs of 
the Dar throughout the State, State officers, 
and faces lotig made familiar to political 
conventions. The officers of the Iowa State 
Temperance Assomation and the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union weté conspic- 
uous, There was a go0dd sprinkling 
of ladies, identified witn the prohi- 
bition work from various points in 
the State. Thenumberof members of the 
State bar in attendance was over 100, 
The first half hour of the morning sessicn 
was occupied in the routine work of calling 
the docket and submitting questions. At 
10:30 the court announced theif reddiness 
to hear oral arguments, intimattug that they 
were prepared to proceed with the rehearing 
of the prohibitory amendment to the Consti- 
tution case. Attorney-General McPherson 
announced that argumentsin behalf of the 
validity of the amendment would be made 
by the Hon. J. F. Duncombe of Fort 
Dodge, Judge ©. ©. Nourse of Des 
Moines, and United .States Senator 
James F. Wilson of Fairfield. The 
order of argument was agreed on. It was 
for Mr. Duncombe to open, followed by 
Judge Nourse. The counsel opposed to the 
amendment—the Hon. J. C. Bills, of Daven- 
port, and ex-United States Senator George 
G. Wright—were to speak next, and Senator 
Wilson to elose for the amendment. The 
Attorney-General moved @ suspension of the 
rules whieh limit the time of arguments to 
one hour. The court in granting the motion 
stated that liberality would be allowed, but 
theught the arguinénts Ought to be Nimited 
te about two hours each. The die 
cussion then — proceeded. The Hon. 
John Fk. Duneombe relied in the 
opening of bis argument chiefly 
on the decisionin Duncombe vs. Prindi 
in 12, lowa Reports, in which it was hel 
that the enrolled] bill is the sole, final, and 
ultimate proof of the acts of the Legislature, 
and there was ho difference between an 
ordinary legislative bik and a joint resolu- 
tion. He elaimed that ever since the terri- 
torial organization of lowa joint resolations 
had been adopted in precisely the same 
manner @s ordinary bills, claimed to 
have found over { instanees. Further- 
more, as under the Constitut each House 
of the Legislature must determine tts 
rules of preceedings, and as it has 
done so and has made so many precedents, 
in followimg its rules, no court has power to 
deelare the action invalid. Me argued that 
if, however, eourt eould go back of the 
enrolled bill be would then find on file in 


the oftice of the Secretary of State the identi- 
cal and original resolution in groan and 
claimed the same fully supposed the validity 
of the amendment. Holding in his hand 
what he claimed to be a eopy of these papers, 
a diseussion ensued ketween him and Mr. 
Bills, the latter insisting that ho 
evidence could mow be introdueed, and that 
the copy was not cerrect, to which Mr. Dan- 
combe replied that he did not mean to intre- 
duce it, but merely to assure the court that 
they would find the same on_ file as stated, 
and that it was the duty of the eourt to ex- 
amine it. Mr. Duncombe proeeeded to argue 
that the Legislature were mere agents of the 
people to spread before them the matter on 
which they should act, and that any minor 
irreguiarities are of ne consequence after 
the people, in whom the sovereign 
power resides, have by their deliberate 
action fully appreved of and ratified the 
matter which has been spread before them 
by the Legisiatares, and that, having done 
so, the courts have no jurisdiction to rever 
the popular action. Upon the conclusion 0 
Mr. Duneombe’s argument the eourt ad- 
journed until 2 o’élock. On fecornvening the 
court listened to the argument of Judge 
Noufée, the essential ponts of which are 
giveh. He aftgued that thé question of juris- 
diction could always be raised, even for the 
first time on a ae in the Supreme 
Court; that the Supreme Court was but aeco- 
ordinate arm of the Government with the 
Legislatute, not supefior thereto, éach 
sovereign in its own sphere and independent 
of thé other, and neither subject to review by 
the othes; hence when the legislative ahd 
exeéutive powérs have made and declared 
certain law to exist the courts have no au- 
thority to declare the contrary. ‘They can 
only construe or interpret laws, but not re- 
ject them entirely. The Nineteenth General 
Assembly and officials were themselves

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POWER FROM THE SUN. 


Am Attempt in California to Use Solar 
Enginés on a Largé Seale. 

(San Franciso Bulletin.}—From time im- 
memorial attempts have been made to utilize 
the direct rays.of the sun as a motor for in- 
dustrial purposes. During the last ten years 
considerable progréss has been made by M. 
Muchot, a Professor in the Lyceum of Tours, 
Franee, which has arrested the attention of 
the French and Algerian Governmertits and 
scientific societies, and Muchot has received 
from these high authorities golden medals, 
the decoration of the Legion of Honor, and 
subscriptions aggregating nearly 100,000 
francs. 

A company with a larger éapital has jast 
been formed in Paris for the purpose of man- 
ufaeturing the solar machines invented by 
Prof. Machot, and over 100 of the various ap- 
plications are in actual use in different parts 
of the world, pumping water, cooking food, 
runnifig small agricultural maelhines, étc. 
The appafatus consists of a conical reflector 
eleveti and one-half feetin diameter, from 
which the solar rays are reflected upon a 
boiler three feet long and sixteen inches in 
diameter outside, inclosed in @ lass cover, 
aud placed virtically in the axis.o re- 
fleetor.

Morris Very Comfortably Vanguishes 
Dion. 

The fourteenth game in the J. M. Bruns- 
wick & Balke Co.’s grand balk-line tourna- 
ment for the world’s championship was 
played at Central Music-Hall yesterday aft- 
ernoon in the presence of a fair audience, the 
contestants being Alonzo Morris, of Chicago, 
and Joseph Dion, the ex-cushion-carrom 
champion of New York. ‘The betting in the 
pool-room prior to the game was $10 to $6, 
and those who were wise enough to take the 
short end reaped a rich harvest for their 
trouble.

THE FAITH CURE. 


A Man in Lawrence, Mass., Dies from 
Exhaustion Through the Operations 
ot a Female ** Healer.” 

Boston, Mass., April 3.—/Special.|—Be- 
lievers in the faith cure are rudely shocked 
at the death of a man in Lawrence a day or 
two ago while under the care of a meta- 
physician. His name was James W. Howarth, 
and he had long been a sufferer from asthma. 
Last Thusday he placed himself under the 
care of Miss Anna Morse, a professional 
‘restorer of health by faith,’’ and Saturday 
evening she was sent for at his request. She 
arrived about 8 o’clock’ and requested 
that all the members of the family 
should retire from the sick chamber, and 
she was left with her patient alone. 
All that could be discovered of her mode of 
treatment was that she took a seat de the 
sufferer and gazed intently into Ris face. 
Occasionally she would stand up and insist 
upon his ceasing to labor so much in trying 
to obtain breath, exclaiming, **Come, Mr. 
llowarth, we have had enough of this.” 
Shortly after 10 0’clock she stated to the in- 
mates that they need have no fear of her ul- 
timately affording him relief and restoration 
to health, and they might retire to rest. She 
continued her administration of the mystic 
remedy until about 1 o’clock in the morning, 
when it was evident to the patient himseif 
that he was growing worse and more en- 
feebled. Mr. Howarth now seemingly be- 
gan to lose confidence in the “ faith cure,” 
as he demanded the presence of a regular 
physician, and Dr. Talbot was summoned. 
Upon his entrance Miss Morse abandoned 
the case, and left the premises without meet- 
ing or holding any consultation with the Doc- 
tor. The physician administered some pilis, 
but, as he stated, with but little hope of 
their effecting any favorable’ result. 
The patient gradually continued’ = to 
sink, and in half ani =nhour after 
the “faith curer”’ had departed Mr. 
Howarth fell over on the chair and died. Dr. 
‘lalbot said the patient died frdm exhaustion 
caused by the protracted agony in which the 
woman had kept him for over five hours. 
Had a competent physician been called in- 
stead of Miss Morse. and proper remedies 
administered, he had no doubt the man’s 
life could have beén saved.

The Students’ Rebellion at the Lycee 
—The Barricades Conquered by 
the Authorities. 


Paris, March 20,—[{Special Correspond- 
ence.}~This gay city of the world—peculiar 
and eccentric in every particular, and varia- 
bie as the winds which come no man knows 
whence—is at present enjoying one of its 
seagons of surprises,’ No sooner had Prince 
Napoleon’s untimely proclamation died away, 
and the Princes been dismissed the army 
(because they were so-called Princes simply, 
and might kick upa row at some inoppor- 
tune@noment), than we find the Parisians 
ready for another émeute and one which at 
the present critical situation, so far as minis-~- 
terial arrangements are concerned, may carry 
its force far beyond wha just now appears 
to be among the pwusibilities. Like. all 
other great cities, Waris has a large 
element of her population out of 
employment; unlike the same class in Ameri- 
can cities, these people are largely mischief- 
makers. The fireof the Commune slumbers 
in their breasts; the memory of ’9 abides 
with them; the crimes of ‘71 are still 
cherished. And it so happens that when 
these men find their leader they rally witha 
surprising spontaneity to perpetrate deeds 
of violeuce if necessary to accomplish their 
idea ot liberty. The French agitator cried 
out against the Empire; the same agitator 
cries out against the Republic; in fact he 
wants no government except the govern- 
ment of self—no Emperor, no President, no 
Ministers, no controlling power, no laws, no 
prisons, no punishment, because punish- 
ment is unnecessary where man has so far 


advaneed as to be capable of  self-gov- 
ernment. And we find these people today 
marshaling themselves uncer the leadership 
of the professional anarchist, Louise Michel, 
and making demonstrations in the streets of 
Paris which would not be tolerated in any 
other municipaiitgyon the globe where laws 
are known and th8 means at hand to enforce 
those laws. This woman—Louise Michel— 
has been preaching her doctrine of revolu- 
tion in Switzerland, in England, and now 
comes to France tostir up turynoil here. ‘The 
Government certainly has been very lenient 
towards her, and even with the experience 
ot her preachi in Lyons has permitted 
her to come on fiere without so much as a 
warning that M case she is caught at her 
tricks of revolutionary agitation she will be 
placed beyond all power of carrying them 
out for at least some time in the future, 
SO SHE CAME TO PARIS, 
and, true to her nature, settled down ina 
house over in the quarter beyond the July 
column, contiguous to that babble of agita- 
tion, the Rue du Faubourg St. Autoine. On 
the 9th inst.—last Thursday—she began her 
demonstrations, of which you have no doubt 
heard by telegraph. As | was a _ witness of 
the affair, | perhaps cannot do better than 
give a brief descriytion of it. It was a beau- 
tiful morning, the sun shining brightly but 
the air being a trifle sharp for this city, 
where, by the way, the weather the last 
week has been unusually cold. About noon 
large numbers of workingmen assembled 
at the Esplanade des Invalides, and 
onthe Place Vauban. The crowd became 
sy great finally thatit was found necessary 
to close the doors of the Church of the In- 
valides containing the tomb of Napoleon, but 
before this was done many of the agitators 
had found their way into the church, where 
services were being held, and where they 
stood with uncovered heads until mass was 
over. Then a break was made for the 
Esplanade, where Louise Michel had ar- 
rived, and wherg she began a harangue 
calling upon the workingmeén of Paris “ not 
to be led like sheep to the slaughter.” She 
had uttered but a few more words when the 
police, who had gathered in large numbers, 
compelled her to desist: but this did not 
stop her course. Placing herself at the head 
of a colamn of workingmen she left the 
spot, marched down the Rue du Bac as 
far as the Rue des Sevres, into which street 
she turned on her way to the Boulevard St. 
Germain. it was in the Rue de Sevres that 
I first came upon the motiey crowd filling the 
thorougfare from curb to curb, and headed 
by the fanatical and anarchical spirit. In 
her hands she bore a black staff from which 
fluttered a black flag. She was dressed in 
deep black, and her veil, which only covered 
her forehead, left her heavy features to plain 
view. She is, 1 should judge, about 40 years 
of age; in feature what one would naturally 
call far from propossessing; lips heavy, eyes 
sharp; nose straight; complexion tawny. 
SHE WALKED WITH ALL THE BEARING 


of a soldier, erect, and firmly holdi the 
flag-pole as fixedly as though she had beén 
trained to bearing the colors of a regiment. 
And as the constantly increasing crowd fol- 
lowed on, Keeping up an finintelligible chant, 
this woman, who would overturn all govern- 
ment, marched composedly at their head, 
looking neither to the right nor left, and un- 
moved by the cheers which her followers be- 
stowed upon her. The shopkeepers along 
the route looked on with surprise and won- 
dered who it was and what it meant; the 
cabmen along the curb were at-loss to ex- 
piain the outpouring: but when the moving 
mass neared the Boulevard St. Germain they 
explained who and what they were by overt 
acts which should have warranted the in- 
earceration of the whole lot. “We 
want bread,” they cried, and at once 
entered boulangeries to the right 
and left, taking what they wanted and pass- 
ing on to other and fresher fields. ‘We 
want bread,” they cried; and with this they 
ransacked patisseries, preferring pies and 
cakes to good bread, like tramps the world 
over. The shopkeepers, powerless to defend 
themselves, saw their stores ransacked and 
their goods taken by these laborless work- 
men, and could do nothing buf look on and 
dodge the fiving loaves and sweetmeats. 
“We want bread,” cried the crowd of well- 
fed, fat-faced, muscular fellows who had 
falien into the erowd, and reéchoed the 
sentiments of Michel, who once more came 
to a halt and made another inflammatory 
Then some one cried “T 
much as Desmoulins 
Bastille” in 1789, 

Elysée they went pell-mell, 
purpose, no doubt, as one 
of the Paris morning py ries puts it “to see 
if any sandwiches had been left over in the 
Faubourg St. Honoré.” But the authorities 
had become awakened to tbe fact that there 
was mischief afoot, and since the morning 
had gathered a large force of soldiers and 
‘* ruardians of the peace,” as the police are 
called here, so that when the: malcontents 
came across the Place de la Concorde and on 
towards the official residence of the French 
President they found their way blocked and 
entrayce to President Grévy’s headquarters 
effectflally estopped. Itis pretty generally 
conceded that the mob wasin just that con- 
dition thatit would have gone to any ex- 
treme had it not been headed off as it was, 
There had a few nights before been a grand 
ball at the Elysée, and this was made a pre- 
text for the attack upon that palace, it being 
hela a crime by these Michelites that gayety 
should hold sway at the President’s house 

when their children were starving. 

THE AFFAIR OF THIS DAY 


gave Paris something to talk about, and was 
the source of much discussion in the news- 
papers, two of which, the Figaro and the 
Gaulots, were accused by the other press 
with having instituted the émeute. But the 
Figaro dented the charge mest positively, 
saying it had doné nothing but point out the 
possibility of sueh an occurrence, and it 
would do so again whenever it saw like dan- 
ger impending. Two days later the habitnés

time Louise Michel had been arrested by the 
police; but at -once liberated, singularly 
enough, and it is now promised that Sunday, 
the 17th, will witness one of the greatest dem- 
onstrations ever held in Paris, 1 being the 
celebration of the Commune.

A STUDENTS’ INSURRECTION. 

_Mr. Tennyson has said somewhere that the 
little boys begin to shoot. azid stab when a 
revolution breaks out in France. Singularly 
enougl: on the heels of this political demon- 
stration, it it may so be called, we have had 
another one on a lesser scale, but of some 
significance in its way. The boys this time 
have not taken up weapons in their defense, 
but have gone intoa wholesale barring-out 
process that has had some sweeping effects. 
They got a taste ot their riotous mani- 
festations, no doubt, from the events .of 
the %h and for boys are Ja- 
cobites, or 8; or Tories, or 
red ublicans, just as public 
affairs shape themselves, and in the present 
case one of the boys concerned is said to 
have paraded with Louse Michel and her 
vagrants in their campaign for bread. The 
scene of the revolt—for revolt it was—was 
the Lycée Louis le Grand, and ended in 230 
pos being .expelled with the aid of the 
police, The excuse for the miniature insur- 
rection was that the Principal of the Lycée 
had found it necessary to expel a pupil who 
was a favorit with his school-fellows. Such 
an effortis attended with different results 
here from what it would be in America. Al- 
though an attempt was made to change the 
determination of M. Gidel, the Principal, he 
remained inflexible. .For three days the 
matter jay dormant, but at last, when 
all the boys were in the playground the re- 
volt broke out. Forming themselves in a 
body, they cried, “A bus Gidel! a mort 
Gidel!” ‘The stubborn Gidel, not relishing 
this language, ordered five of the bovs to go 
home—to pack - their things and get out. 
like the true Frénchman, who in a mani- 
festation shouts **To the Elysée’’ or * To 
the Bastile,” so these five French lads raised 
the cry of “ Aux dortoirs!”’ and made a 
rush thitherward, followed by all the pupils. 
Once in room they barricaded it, 
broke up the bedsteads, cut the mattresses, 
smashed the windows, destroyed the furni- 
ture, and all thé time kept up the war-cry of 
“ A mort Gidel!”? What could a Principal 
do with a howling pack of youngsters of that 
sort, who not only threatened to but would 
have broken his head had he dared to place 
himself within range of their missiles? The 
only ting Was to send for the gga where- 
upon the boys diplomatically raised the 
white flag and requested to send two com- 
rades to negotiate for them. A parley en- 
sued before forty policemen. The delegates 
demanded as a condition of their surrender 
that nu one should be expelled and that the 
boy sent home on Friday should be taken 
back. This would not be listened to, and 
the two delegates were promptly marched 
out of the Lycée and sent home. This, of 
course, raised the fight again, to quell 
which the police had to break the doors 
and capture the rebels after a severe fight. 
Afterwards some 230 of them were expelled, 
and the Principal is under protection of the 
police. That’s the way the French school- 
boy apes things when heis not suited with 
and discipline of the Principal.

THE CHANNEL TUNNEL. 
* The French statesman, M. Léon Say, makes a 
curious report on the Channel Tunnel. The wost 
remarkabie portion of it is the fact that so much 
work has been done. Underdate of March 1, 
after describing the delay in obtaining proper 
boring machines, M. Say says: 

“The galiers made with the Beaumont ma- 
chine had last Saturday reached 678 métres,reck - 
oned from the mouth, and has already gone 
under the sea. The geological reconnaissances 
which it bas led to are of great importance for 
the continuance of our works. The leakage of 
water is slight, and im the 528 métres aiready 
bored by the Bearmont machine is less than 
that .mét with in parts nearer to the 
magth. The faet is more interesting, be- 
cause everything indicates that our gal- 
lery if now on tbe Quenoes protuber- 
ance—viz. : the part where we might 
most bave feared faults which would afford 
an easier passage to subterranean water. 
ee Our outlay up to today is nearly 1,750,- 
000 francs. We shall thus, on completing an- 
other 1,000 métres of the Beaumont gallery, 
which in all respects will give fresh and usetul 
information, have expended nearly the 2,000,000 
we pledged ourselves by the act of. convession 
to devote to investigations showing the possi- 
bility of the execution of submarine tuno- 
nel. The resulta arrived at seem already to give 
an affirmative and on all points favorable reply 
to this serious question.”

Topeka, Kas., April 2.—[Speciai Correspond- 
ence.]—-Many inquiries are made in reference to 
pubiic lands in Kansas remaining open for set- 
tlement or purchase. These lands embrace four 
classes—first, those belonging to the General 
Government; second, those owned by institu- 
tions of learning; third, the common-school 
lands; and fourth, the lands belonging to rail- 
road com panies. 

For the disposition of Government lands 
proper the State has been divided into nine land 
districts. The largest in area is known as 

THE ARKANSAS VALLEY DISTRICT, 
containing nearly four miilions of acres yet un- 
disposed of. The land-otlice is located at Lar- 
ned, Pawnee County, and the acreage is distrib- 
uted in the various counties comprising the dis- 
trict as tollows: Rice County, 8,320 acres; Bar- 
ton, 9,540; Pawnee, 4,160; Stafford, 48,160; Pratt, 
7,040; Edwards, 23,840; Hodgeman, 84,320; Ford, 
31,560; Gray, 278,520; Sequoyah, 240,690; Meade, 
428,500; Clarke, 37,360; Kearney, 220,000; Arapa- 
hoe, 306,080; Seward, 391,680; Grant, 802,560; 
Stevens, 391,680; Stanton, 345,440; Hamilton, 
~96,560; Kansas, 478,720; total, 3,934,820. In ad- 
dition to the foregoing there are 2,556,480 acres 
of Osage lands situated in the‘counties of Pratt, 
Edwards, Ford, Clarke, Barbour, and Comanche. 

THE NORTHWESTERN DISTRICT, 

with headquarters at Kirwin, Phillips County, 
contains 93,980 acres, divided as follows: Jewell 
County, 160 acres; Mitvhell, 1,900; Lincoln, 80; 
Smith, 820; Osborne, 18,000; Phillips, 6,000; Rooks, 
2,020; Grabam, 24,040; Norton, 31,160. These 
lands are subject to entry under the pre- 
einption, timber-culture, or bomestead laws, 
and are being rapidly taken. What is known as 
the Northern District, in the same general locai- 
ity, was established last year, and is composed 
of the Counties of Decatur, Rawlins, Cheyenne, 
Graham, Thomas, and Sherman. \The offices is at 
Oberlin, Decatur County. The district original- 
ly comprised 3,878,400 acres of land, and is now 
all subject to settlement with the exception of 
the portion set aside for school purposes and the 
amvunt (nabout one-tenth) already taken by set- 
tlers. Thislar¢e body of land is among the 


finest in the State for general agricultural pur- 
poses. 


THE WESTERN DISTRICT 


is next in importance and extent, having. its 
ollice at Wakeeny, Trego County, and possess- 
ing a0 acreage as follows: Rooks C: runty, i, 000 
acres; Bilis, 33,000; Rush, 2,080; Graham, 2 880; 
128.000; Sheridan, 14.500: 
310,880; Thomas, 51,68u; 

Scott, 427,000; = Sher- 
man, 54,000; Wailace, 245,000; Wichita, 435,- 
WOO; Greeley, 330,000; total, 2,732,580. Adjoin- 
ing this is the Salina district, with beadquarters 
at Salina, Saline County. The counties and 
acreage of public lands ineach are as follows: 
Ottawa County, 200 acres; Saline, 600; Mo- 
Pherson, 500; Ellsworth, 2,500: Lincoin, 3,000; 
Russell, 9,000; Dickinson, *200; Marion, 150; Davis, 
2,000: total, 18,150. The Osage district, with of- 
tie at Independence, Montgomery County, bas 
251,000 acres, distributed as follows: Chau- 
tauqua County, 100,090 acres; Elk, 
Montgomery, 14,000; Wiison, 
QUO; ana Greenwood, 60,000. Next 
the Republican district, office at Concordia, 
Cloud County. The records show that nearly all 
the lands iu this district have been taken, only 
about 3,000 acres remaining, of which 1,200 acres 
are in Lincoln County, 1,009 acres in Riley, and 
the balance in small amousts in the other coun- 
ties of the district. The Topeka district is also 
exhausted with the exception of a few isolated 
tracts that are undesirabie. 

THE WICHITA DISTRICT. 

one of the largest in the State, baving its offices 
at Wichita, Sedgewick County, reports vavant 
lands as tollows: Butler County, 14,420 acres: 
Chase, 3,000; Greenwood, 1,900; Harvey, 14,660; 
Marion, 7,360; McPherson, 4,300; Reno, 133,240:

During 
the year 188 there were about 2,000 entries 
made inthe Wicbita district, covering nearly 
300,000 acres of land, the greater part of the en- 
tries being in Harper and Kingman Counties. 


STATE SCHOOL LANDS. 


Of the lands owned by State educational insti- 
tutions, the Agricultural College has about 12,000 
acres, distributed eee, in the Counties of 
Riley, Washington, and Clay, and represented 
by a State Agent at Manhattan. More than 
6,000 acres of these lands were disposed 
of last year, and sales are still 
being made very rapidly. An advance in price 
was made in July, 188, amounting to about 20 
percent. The law governiog this class of lands 
provides that sales shall be imkde at not less than 
- © appraised vaiue, for one-eighth cash at time 

purchase, baiance in seven equal payments, 
with annual interest at 10 percent. A patent 
from the State may be obtained any time 
on payment of the full amount due, seo 
that purchasers can. stop their interest and 
obtain a perfect title when eo disposed. The 
State Normal School lands, which were with- 
drawn from market for one year, are now again 
offered for sale. Minimum price per acre, $3; 
maximum, $7; or an average of $4.25. They 
comprise 12,000 acres and upwards located in 
the following counties: Cloud, 3,200 acres; Re- 
public, 2.240; Mitcheil, 3,280; Jewell, 1.280; Lin- 
coin, 1,120; Saline, 1,440. The State Agent has 
his office in Emporia, Lyon County, where the 
Normal School is situated. 


COMMON-SCHOOL LANDS. 


These lands were granted to the State by the 
General Government for educational purposes, 
and consist of the sixteenth and tbirty-sixth 
sectionsin each townshipin the State, and about 
3u0,000 acres recently granted to the State by the 
Government as an indemnity for lands lostin the 
Indian Reservations. The method of sale is as 
follows: First, the lands are apvraised by three 
householders of the county, appointed by the 
County Superintendent of Publie Instruction. 
They are then placed in the hands of the County 
Treasurer for saie at the appraised 
price, which cannot be less than $3 
per acre. At the time of the sgsaie the 
County Treasurer exacts one-tenth of the 
amount of the purchase price; the remainder is 
payable in twenty years from date of sale, with 
interest ai the rate of 7 per cent perannum. A 
failure to pay the interest when due subjects the 
jand to forfeiture; but the purchaser may stop 
interest and procure a patent, at any time, by 
paying the interest and the baiance of the prin- 
cipal due. The lands become taxable as soon as 

urchased. About 400,000 acres of these lands 

ave been patented, at an average 
price of $4.08. per acre, leaving more than

THE GENEVA AWARD. 


The Court Adjusting Ciaims that Were 
Rejected at Geneva. 
Wasurneton, D.8C., March 30.—[New 
York Times.|—The Court of Commissioners 
of Alabama Claims, organized July 13, 1582, 
for two years, may now be said tu have fairly 
entered upon the workof deciding cases, 
The court occupies the Richafd Smith house, 
No. 1412 Hi street, once used by the United 
States and Mexican Claims Commission. The 
court-rvom and consultation-room are on the 
ground floor; the second story is devcited to 
the clerk’s offices, and the third story to the 
counsel and his assistants, 
The court consists of the Hon. Hezekiah 
G. Wells, of Michigan, who presided over 
the tormer court; the Hon. James Har- 
lan, of Lowa, formerly Secretary of the In- 
terior; and the Hon. Asa French, of Massa- 
chusetts.

Culbertson) opens 
and closes the sessions of the court and pre- 
serves order, the latter branch ofghis duty 
thus far not having proved very onerous, 
THE FORMER COURT. 

The former court, under act of 1874, con- 
sisted of fiv e Judges whose labors ended Jan. 
i, i877. Their jurisdiction extended to losses 
directly resulting from the acts of the Ala- 
bama, the Florida, and the Shenandoah after 
leaving Melbourne. ‘They passed upon 2,068 
cases, in which $14,250,000, excluding inter- 
est, was claimed. They awarded $9,316,- 
120.25, which incladed interest at 4 per cent 
uoes the loss from its date. The act of June 

1882. reéstablishing the court, provides for 

e distribution of the remainder of the fund, 
Which amounted March 381, 1877, when Sec- 
retary Sherman covered it into the Treasury, 
to the sum of $9,558,800. It allows claims 
* directly resulting from damage done on 
the high seas by Confederate cruisers during 
the late Rebellion ” as of the first class. A 
second class consists of claims for the ** pay- 
ment of premiums for war risks after the 
sailing of any Confederate cruiser.”’ Judg- 
ments of the first class are to be paid before 
those of the second class. 

Six months were allowed to file petitions, 
until Jan. 14, 1883. The whole number of 
petitions filed is 5,770. To enter these cases 
upon the docket has taxed the energy of the 
whole working force of the Clerk’s oflice. 
This task has, however, this week been com- 
pleted under the immediate supervision of 
Mr. Henry O’Connor Jr. The Clerk is pre- 
paring a calendar showing in a brief form 
the character of each claim, name of at- 
torney, ete., which is about two-thirds 
printed. The Government prints petitions 
without cost to the claimants. Many pe- 
titions are jong, and those of the second class 
are usually accompanied by schedules show- 
ing in tabular form under what circum- 
stances war premiums were paid. ‘These 
tables furnish some intricate work for the 
printer. Thus far petitions have been 
printed in cases numbering as high as 2,100. 
Of 4,789 cases on the calendar, the amount 
claimed of first-class is $7,550,716.67; 
of second class, $13,858, 286.91. The remain- 
ing cases, numbering about 1,000, will add 
more to the amount claimed for premiums. 
Little can be learned from this statement as 
to how much oz the fund will be taken to 
pay claims of the first class, but it certainly 
looks as though war premium claimants will 
not be paid their principal in full. The 
above amounts in some ,cases include inter- 
est and in some do not. 

CLAIMS AND EVIDENCE. 

Not afew claims ot the tirst class are by 
persons whio failed to present their petitions 
in the former court for losses by the Ala- 
bama, Florida, and Shénandoah. A large 
number of first class claims are from 
Maine, many also from New Bedford, 
although most of the whaler claims 
were adjudicated by the old court. 
San Francisco attorneys have filed a

It was 
contended by the claimant that these are not 
Claims against the United States within the 
meaning of the statute of Feb. 26, 1853, E 
hibiting transfers and assignments. 
courtheld, however, that an aes pat eR 
cuted after June 5 5, 1882 (the date of the a” 
proval of the act reéstablishing the court), Is 
null and void: The term “Confederate 
cruiser,” as used in the act, has been the sub- 
ject of considerable discussion. As & means 
of proving the character of the vessel making 
a capture, the court has obtained certified 
copies of records nowin the Treasury De- 
partment, that formed pars of the archives of 
the Confe deracy. For instance, t@ es- 
tablish the fact that the Calhoun 
(that made captures in the Gulf) was a Con- 
tederate cruiser, there has been produced in 
evidence a copy of correspondence between 
Robert Toombs, Confederate Secretary of 
State, and F I. latch, Coilector at New 
Orleans. Under date of May 21, 1861, the 
latter transmits a list of vessels to which 
letters of marque were pape. compeieiay 
the Calhoun, ‘Music. V. H. Ivey, a 
Webb. It appears to have been the custom 
to send to the Collector letters of marque, 
signed in blank by Jefferson Davis, probably 
to insure expedition in fitting out privateers. 
Among the vessels included in these official 
records are the Sallie, Dixie, Savannah, 
Gordon, York, Jeff Davis, ete.

HENRY CLAY QUOTING SHAKSPEARE, 

{[Ben: Perley Poore in the April Century.}— 
Henry Clay,who left a seat in the Senate for one 
in the House, but after many years’ service at 
the other end of the Capitol returned to the 
Senate chamber. exercised a powerful control 
over the politics of the Republic. Idolized by 
the Whig party, his wonderful powers of per- 
sonal magnetism, and his rich, manly voice 
would enable him to hold an audience for hours. 
He made but little preparation, and used but 
few notes in speaking; but when be wrote out 
his remarks for the press, bis manuscript was 
remarkably neat, without interlineations or 
blots. He seldom indulged in classical allusions, 
and his occasional attempts to make quotations 
of English poetry were generally tailures. On 
one occasion, be used the well-known pbrase 
from Hamlet, “Let the galled jade wince, our 
withers are unwrung.” but misquoted the last 
syliable, calling it un-strung.” he gentiemen 
who sat on either side of bim noticed the error 
and simultaneously whispered “unwrung.’ 
This double prompting confused “Young Harry 
of the West,” who straightened himseif, and 
with stronger emphasis repeated “unhung.” 
This raised a general laugh, at the close of 
which Clay, who had meanwhile ascertaned his 
mistake, shook bis head, and said with one of 
his inimitable smiles: “Ab! murder will out! 
(Ynwrune’s the word.” The fascinanon which 
he exercised over all with whom he had person- 
al intercourse—even his political adversaries— 
was remarkable; but he was imperious and 
domineering, exacting unconditional and un- 
qualified support as the price of his friendship.

Fertilizers’do not hold or retain their 
strength in this soil, but leach downjwith the 
rains and quickly disappear. To the eye of 
an observant tourist the whole country from 
the east fine of Louisiana and back from the 
Gulf of Mexico and from the Atlantic coast 
for 100 to 125 miles from the sea clear up 
north to the James River in Virginia 
looks like a recent geological forma- 
tion rescued from the ocean. The 
impression formed. on the mind is that at 


no very distant period this long belt or strip | 


of 1,200 miles in length by more than 100 in 
width, and inetuding nearly the whole 
Peninsula of Florida south of the jWwth 
parallel, was a shallow seas, studded with 


aura composed of coral, coquina shell, 


oyster, clam, mussel, and other lime shell 
formations, and that they were gradually 
filled with sand by the strong eastern winds 
and waves. The raging breakers wash up the 
sand, and the strong winds carry it higher 
and inland. ‘This process is still going,on be- 
fore one’s very eyes. ‘The shallows are con- 
stantly and gradually filling,up by the labors 
of the lime-shell subimgrine animals, and the 
winds and waves are tossing and blowing the 
sea-sand into the lagoons thus created, and 
filling them up. Nearly the whole of Florida 
consists of lagoons, lakes, ponds, marshes, 
surrounded by sand-ridges and sand-plains 
covered by the everlasting Southern pines. 
Where the country. of the six States named is 
not a quasi-sand desert it is low and swampy, 
and covered with long, wiry, tough marsh- 
grass, on which cattle do not thrive, but 
merely exist. The only redeeming portions 
of these long, dreary, sandy, heart-breaking 
farr&ms are the valleys of the numerous 
rivers which take their rise in the hilly, up- 
land clay country and flow down to the sea 
through the low, sandy plains of the coast 
sectious, from the Pearl River in Mississippi 
to the Roanoke of North Carolina. The 
spring floods and freshets have carried 
down alluvial soil from the clay country and 
spread it over the river valleys of the lower 
levels, and thus created fertile strips among 
the sandy, sterile, pine-covered plains of the 
Southern sea-coast country. The old slave- 
holders appropriated all these good lands to 
raising. cotton by “niggers” and selling 
both. The “ niggerless whites,” or “ crack- 
ers,’’ as they are denominated in the South, 
have been elbowed out of the bottom land 
upon the sand-pine barrens, where for @ cent- 
ury they have subsisted in extreme poverty, 
enveloped in the ignorance and prejudice 
that chronic impecuniosity engenders—a 
poor, weak, helpless people, the tools of the 
ex-slaveholder and Confederate desperado 
and demagog. | 


ROBERT P. PORTER. 


He tis Denounced asa Toady,and Ac- 
cused of Deliberate Missiatements of 
Facts. 

{To the Editor of the New York Evening 
Post. |—1L.do not remember that Henry James 
or Richard Grant White, although they have 
frequently dealt in burlesque, have ever in 
their serious” comparisons of English and 
American society presented a prominent but 
not overdrawn character of ove of their 
countrymen exhibiting the most pronounced 
trait of his nationality—sitanding up for the 
land of his nativity when abroad. This neg- 
lect on their part may arise from the univer- 
sality of that American habit which they 
must have considered to be so well under- 
stood that it needed po exemplification. Lt 
does not come within the provinee of a cynic 
who caa imagine that nothing good excepting 
himself can come out of his own Nazareth. 
but it is obvieus to every unprejudiced 
American who travels in England. He will 
meet hundreds of his countrymen who, as 
he, too, has done at home, have found all 
manner of fault with our politieal organ- 
ization and its abuses, with the excrescences 
of our mushroom society. our religious 
liberty tending to unbounded license—in 
short, with the whole: system of our public 
morality, which he thinks in the end will 
produce the most disastrous consequences; 
but he will not be likely to find a single in- 
dividual among them who dares, or even 
has the desire in his own heart, to vilify or 
tosay one word derogatory to the land of his 
birth. Such aone would not only be ostra- 
cised by his compatriots, but he would not 
find a place in reputable British society. He 
would evervwhere be regarded as a toady or 
atraitor, andif he should happen to Bes 
public man every newspaper in the United 
States would hold him up to scorn and con- 
tempt. But when the case is reversed, a 
man of that description is spoken of by the 
New York Tribune as one “ unblemished 
reputation,” and his statement# are ‘said to 
be “those’Of a competent, honest investiga- 
tor, written on the spot, after a visit made 
solely to get the facts, and hampered by no- 
instructions save the simple one of giying 
facts as he finds them.”’ 

The assertion of the Detroit Evening News, 
the truth of which every letter from’ M 
Porter contirms, that he “ was sent to En- 
gland by the Tribune to tind or manufacture 
arguments against free trade,” is indiguantly 
denied, and the official reports of our foreign 
Ministers and Consuls, which universally op - 
pose Mr. Porter’s gross exaggerations, are 
put down as of no account whatever. Now, 
itis simply because this Englishmau by 
birth * has held a number of high official 
positions, and with ability questioned by 
no one,” that he has been hired by the T'rib- 
une to do the dirty work.. No one supposes 
that *‘the readers of the Tribwne are fools.” 
Were they fools, some cheap penny-a-liner 
would have answered the purposes of such a 
correspondence as well; But it must have 
been ahigh salary that could induce Mr. 
Porter to lay aside his self-respect and to zo 
to work deliberately and persistently to vilify 
his former countrymen. We are told that 
the Detroit Evening News “imputes inten- 
tional falsehvod to a sincere and earnest gen- 
tleman.” That language is unjust, for Mr. 
Porter is not sincere, however earegest -he 
may be. Lhave a®ready pointed out his un- 
pardonable misstatements touching the ship- 
building industry in Dumbarton, where he 
made one of his first attempts to demonstrate 
the existence of “pauper labor,” a theme 
upon which he is never *tired of descant- 
ing. Although I have not had the honor of 
* nolding high official positions,” [ fet! sure 
that my word as a * competent. honest in- 
vestigator ” will go as far with the readers of 
the :vening Post as the word of the late 
Taritf Cemiuissioner will go with the readers 
of the Tribune. He made a fiying visit to 
Dumbarton and saw all the wretched poverty 
induced by “pauper labor,” of which I saw 
none in a residence there of weeks, while the 
exact opposit was continually before iy 
eyes. Of the other places where Mr. Porter 
found so much misery arising from: free 
trade, | am not qualified to speak: but as to 
Dumbarton [ know positively that his report 
is so entirely at variance with fact, that in 
reading his subsequent letters I could not 
avoid remembering the adage, **Faisus in 
uno, falsus in omnibus.” 

After all, while fuliy agreeing with the 
Detroit journal, that Mr. Porter “‘ was sent 
to England by the Tribune to find or map- 
ufacture arguments against free trade,” it 
appears to me that the 7'ribune and its corre- 
spondents are both making arguments for 
free trade r r than against it. Let us 
suppose that MY. Porter finds all‘the wretch- 
edness that he so vividly describes in the 
manufacturing districts of England and Scot- 
land, his own tabulated figures demonstr; 
that since the adoption of free trade th 
wages have incgeased in the ratio of 50 per 
cent. What destitution he would have wit- 
nessed had he been sent on his mission thirty 
years ago! He*tells us that at the present 
day the operatives are on starvation wages. 
liow dia these poor people live when 
their wages were 50 per cent less, and, 
the corn laws being in operation, the price of 
bread was 30 per cent more? It is unde- 
niabie that in free-trade England wages are 
higher than on the tariff-ridden Continent of 
Eyrope. What would Mr. Porter have En- 
pune to doin order to make her people as 
1appy as Russians or Spaniards? Adopt a 
higitariff that would cost them so much to 
live they conld not live at all? Re- 
establish the corn laws? Shut out Ameri- 
can flour and grain, and make the operatives 
depend upon Fagiish farmers for ir sup- 
port? Does > Porter seriously maintain

Why It Is Increasing at an Alarming , 


Bate in New York. 

[New York Herald.|—The Ierald recently pub- 
lished some interviews witb prominent physi- 
cians upon the subject of pneumonia, going to 
show the fatality of that disease and its alarm- 
ing prevalence at this particular season and in 
this particular locality. The number of deaths 
from pneumonia in New York bas been steadily 
increasing’ for the last twenty years fm a rativ 
quite out of proporhion to the increase of popu- 
lution. Itis one of the diseases most to be 
dreaded, and by the possessors of the soundest 
constitutions as well as by those of the weakest. 
It makes short work of a larwe percentage of those 
whom it attacks, and one of its peculiarities is 
that jt attacks the strongest persons with the 
gremest violence, Foolish custums—and every 
custom that imperils good health is foolish—are 
a strong ally of pneumonia, and perhaps no cus- 
toms do more towards the propagation of the 
disease than those attaching to the burial of the 
dead. Customis a queer thing: a most tyran- 
nical and inconsistent thing. To stand with the 
head uncovered in the presence of the oead, 
whether it be in front of a church or Uy the open 
grave, is considered an attitude of respect. 
Among the Jews and Quakers to stand or sit 
during divine service with the head uncovered 
is considered an attitude of disrespect. Custom 
renders the decree in both cases. When a Pres- 
ident is inaugurated. and this occurs during the 
usually inclement weather of early March, he 
stands with bis head uncovered while taking the 
oath of otlice. When a Master Mason is presid- 
ing over t@&e ceremonies. of his order he wears 
nis hat, while the other members present remove 
theirs. 

DEATH BREEDING DEATH. 

One funeral under existing regulations, and 
especially at this season of the year, is apt to 
lead to wany. ‘There have been several striking 
instances lately of this truth, wherein persons 
following the funcral of relative or friend have 
incurred severe coids, i into pneu- 
monia and resulting in déath. Peraps the ma- 

@ority of persons can remember some cases 
witbin their own experience of a fatal sickness 
belug avquired at a funeral. A recent instance 
was that of Mrs. Dr. Beard, who, at the time of 
ber husband's funeralgcaught a severe cold and 
died of pneumonia Within a few days. Marshall 
Jewell died of pneumonia, and a few days 
thereafter his wife was also borne to the grave. 
if funeral begets funeral so frequently in the 
ranks of well-known people whose deaths we 
hear about, bow often must the same law work 
its deudly course among lowlier people of whose 
fate the world is never informed? The neces- 
sity for the substitution of more sensfbie meth- 
ods xt funerals is begiuning to be advocated 
by thoughtful minds. There are funeral cere- 
monies at which the most prominent men in 
public life are called upon to assist, some of 
them to act as pali-bearers. Custom requires 
them to expose their own lives to danger—lives 
that are perhaps of great vulueto the whole 
country. The fawily or friends of a dead per- 
son do vet realize it, but to ask a man at this 
season to act as pall-bearer under existing regu- 
lations is equivalent to inviting him to ap ex- 
posure that toay result in severe illness. 

DR. SAYRE’S EXPERIENCE. 

Five weeks ago ,Dr. Lewis B. Sayre acted as 
one of the pali-bearers at the funeral of a friend 
which took place at the church at the corner. of 
Madison avenue and Thirty-fifth street. Dr. 
Sayre caughtasevere coid, which resulted in 
eapillary broncahitis,and a slight attack of pneu- 
mouia, which bas k@pt him in bed ever since, 
though he is now convalescent. If any one 
could speak feelingly upon the subject of ex- 
posure at funerais Dr. Sayre ougbt, and 80 a re- 
porter called to see bim. Ur. Sayre was in bed 
and said when the subject was brought up: 

“ Why, Dr. Potter, of Grace Church, bas just 
been talking with meon the same subject. |! 
told Dr. Potter that some modification ought to 
be made infuaneral customs, that 4it was sbeer 
wickedness and vot respect for the dead for men 
to stand inthe open air with uncovered headg, 
and the Doctwr quite agreed with me. He de- 
clared that be meant to advocate these views 
publicly. in England, be says, they do better 
than bere, in that they bave tnovabie screens in 
their cemeteries Which are usec by the grave at 
each interment to keep the wind olf the neads of 
the people. Dr. Potter also said that in bis 
own church he bad begun au innovation by per- 
mitting the ushers to wear little skull caps when 
they were required tostand vear the open doors. 
Formerly they were bareheaded and were sub- 
ject to continual colds in consequence.” 

“You have had a pretty severe experience 
yourself,’ said the reporter. 

“i bave indeed. LIonty saw the friend whose 
funeral I attended just before his dearh; but 
they urged meto act as a pall-bearer, and, as 
the church was near by, I agreed. The bouse 
from which the remaius were cd@tried was only 
a biock from the church. According to custom, 
we pafi-veurers stood hatin hand before the 
house as the collin was carried out, and again at 
the church we did the same before and ufter the 
service. 1 could feel the draught cutting 
through me, as it were, before I had just come 
from the hospital, where lL had exerted myself 
breaking up a woman’s knee-joint and was 
heated@® The next day I was down sick, a8 yeu 
know, for you saw me at thé time.”’ 

The reporter bad called upon Dr. Sayre, as it 
happened, the day after the funeral mentioned, 
aud the Doctor disynosed bis own case correctly 
then, for be declared that “he was in for bron- 
chitis and pussibly for pneumonia.” 

“IT koew when taking this cold,”” he went on, 
“that I was acting very foolishly; but what 
could Ido? Custom had deciared that I should 
stand with my hat off as the other pall-bearers 
did; but it is a custom that good sense ought to 
reform. There can be po respect in exposing 
the lives of the living at a funeral.’ 

A LOST OPPORTUNITY. 

“ | bave lost such an opportunity of doting good 
that I feel like kicking myself,’ exclaimed Dr. 
Suyrein bis vehement fasbion. “ | wanted to 
have sent a suggestion to those in charge of 
Gov. Morgan's funeral. that they should an- 
nounce that out of respect to the dead the gen- 
tiemen preseat would please not remove their 
hatsin vpenair. Buti did not doit, | am sorry 
tosay. Ii might have savedamillion of lives, 
aud itis not many doctors can do that. ‘Out of 
respect to the dead,’ mind you, and such a way 
of putting it would have offended no one anu 
have carried the point. Such a proceeding at 
the funeral of one so well koown would have 
been repofed all over the country, would have 
been imitated, and,as [ say, my suggestion might 
bave saved a million of lives. 

* Taking my own case foranexample. I was 
in exceilent health up to the day of that funeral, 

here | bave 

10ve, having bad a close rub of it witb pneu- 
mouia, and taken away from my patients—a 
victim toan unreasonable custom. However, I 
bave not lost my time altogether, for I have dic- 
tated a book during my illness on the treatment 
of diseases of the joints.” 

Dr. Sayre is a man of large frame and remark- 
able strength, but bis sickness bas so pulled bim 
down that he is bardiy able to stand up, though 
the pneumonia icft bim sowe time ago. 

* [| don’t suppose we bave any adequate con- 
ception,”’ be suid, in conclusion, “of the real 
number of cases of pneumonia and other trou- 
bies and the real number of deaths that are 
directly engendered by attendance at funerals. 
lLbave been in the babit of looking over the 
published lists of deaths each day, and very fre- 
quently | see the name of some person whom I 
knew to be a friend of some other person who 
died u little before, and am led to wonder 
whether the second attended the funeral of the 
first.” 

SOME EXPRESSIVE FIGURES. 

The reporter went to see Dr. Nagle at the 
Bureau of Vital Statistics, who furnished him 
with the terribie record that pneumonia bas 
made for itseit in the last quarter of a century 
in our midst. For the ten years ending with 
i869 the total number of deaths from pneumonia 
were as follows:

by statistics. In the years 1860, 1861, ana 1862 t 
deaths from pneumonia were 3,686. In the yea 
1880, 1881, and 1882 the deaths from the same 
cause numbered 9,555. rmee population.of the 
city in 1860 was 805,651, and ‘in 1880 1,206,577. The 
population in twenty years increased by little 
less than 50 per cent, and jn the same period of 
time deaths from pneumonia increased by 
nearly 200 per cent. ' 

Why? Dr. Nagie said he did not know, unless 
it was that peopie had becom more fashionable 
and that they jJived in warmer houses and went 
to warmer theatres and were more réckless in 
their dress. 

PNEUMONIA IN THE WIND. 

Some meteorological statistics were attached 
to the tables from which the above figures were 
taken, and Dr. Neagle when comparing the 
deaths by pneumonia in the different months of 
the year several times looked for the amount of 
wind there had been in these months. 

Does the amount of wind affect the number 
of cases of pneumonia?’ asked the reporv}er. 

* Well, Ll can't say bow one affects the other,” 
Dr. Nagle replied; “but it certainly is a fact 
that the months in which we bave the highest 
winds are those in which pneumonia is most 
prevalent. This retation holds good in general, 
but, as you see, it does pot bold good in each 
particular month. Dr. Thomas H. Monk, of Deer 
Park, Oot., formerly of the Meteorological Bu- 
reau in Toronto, is making a particular study of 
the relation of weather to mortality.” 

The wind reports were made from the Central 
Park Observatory, and it was a curious fact that
